Ot Cambray, 
An. 1529. Of Crefy, An. 1544. The ſame 
Charles got the Town of Maſtricht, An. 1530, 
alrhough the Biſhop of Lrege prerended the 
halfe of it to bclong to his jurisdiftion. In the 
year 1530. he inveſted Ludoute Sforza with 
the Dutchy of Man, upon condition that if 
he dyed childlcfſe, Ph:{zp che II. King of Sparn 
ſhould ſucceed him , which happened five 
years after, An. 1536. he got the Dutchy of 
Guelders, the County of Zutten, and the Lord- 
ſhip of Grox+29, by a Treary with Charles, the 
Duk of Guelders , who dyed an. 1538, Ap. 
1543. he made himſelfe Maſter of the Town 
of Cambra, as Proteor of that Impcriall 
Town, which being fince got by the French, 
and loſt again,was confirmed to the Spairards 
by the Trcaty of Verurzs.

Philip che 11, Kin got Sparn, took from the 
Turks, 4z.

1571. he wreited 
the Marquiſat of Final from the Houſe of (ar- 
reto. philly the III. rook from the CAvores in 
Africa, the Townes of Arrach and Aſamora.

Thar Houſe of Auſtria was divided into 
two branches, the Spaniſh and the German, 
between Charles and Ferdinand brothers, and 
ſucceſſively Emperours , Sons to Arch:duke 
Philip, and Jane of Spar. (harles was the head 
of the Spaniſh branch, which holds in Euro- 
p4yand out of it all that we ſaid before, Fer- 
ainand,brother of Charles, was the head of the 
German branch which now holds theEmpare, 
To him Charles yeclded the ancient patrimos 
nial Eſtate of the Houſe of Auſtr;a,within the 
limits of Germany. The ſame Ferdinand by 
his marriage with Axzezinheritrix of Hunga- 
ry and Bohemia, united thoſe two Crowns to

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{cnt hold theſe Eſtates, ſaving that which 
Guſtavus the King of Swedez hath taken from 
them, and what the Frezch have got in theſe 
Warres from the Spawiard, In the Low 
Countrics, Heſdrz, Arras Bapaume, Landrecys 
Thiozwille, Queſnoy, &c. Fowards Spain the 
County of Roufilloy and. Pexprgnan. Then. the 
Cataloy1a4s have revolted and given them-_ 
ſelves to the Frerch. Portugal alto hath ſha- 
ken the yoak, andichoſen a King of the Houſe 
of Bragar24, Of elder date, part of, the Low-

A diſcuſſing of the Rights now in diſ- 
pute betmeene the Houſes of France 
and. Aultria, 


He contentions between theſe two Fa- 
milies theſe 150 yeares,and of the Na- 
tions ſubjc& unto them, eſpecially the French 
and the Spaztards, comes not onely out of na- 
turall. antipathy and contrary inclinations, 


butchiefly our of the pretences that- the one 
| Houſc 
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houfe hath upon the other. For, as between 
ptivate perſons, ſo among Princes, the neigh, 
bourhood of grounds breeds -quarrells, And 
theſe ſeverall pretences yer undecided,ought 
to be examined, ro know the ground of 'all 
the late and pretenr Wars, Ot theſe, large 
volumes of Hiſtorics,and Polemical wriungs 
might be, and have been, writer 5; but here I 
undertake no more,but faithfully ro-{er down 
the grounds of  pretences. on; both fades, 
Which though I will do briefly, and fumma- 
rilyz. yer will I omitnothing eſſential and. fit 
to decide the differences, Ig do this order- 
ly, we will divide this Chapter into two 
points, The firſt, of the pretences of the 
houſe of Auſtria upon France.. The ſecond, of 
the pretences of France upon the houſe of Au-

The pretences of the houſe of Auſtria , 
upon that of France. 


Lrhough the houſe of Auſtria, both the 

| Spartſh and the German , have pretences 
different from that of the Empire-, which 
they, holdonly by Ele&ion, and upon Condi- 
tion. of yiclding,«and depoſiting it again in the. 
Ds hands 
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hands 'of the Ele&ours, after the death of 
each Emperour; Yet their intercfles are now 
ſo untred, that the Imperial rights, and thoſe 
of the houſe of Auſtria can hardly be ſepara- 
red. Wherefore we will examine them toge- 
ther. 

All the pretences of that Family , arc ci- 
ther upon the Soveraignty of the Kingdom of 
France, or part hereeky eſpecially upon the 
propriety of Province, the Dutchy of Burgur- 
ay, the Towns of Mets, Thoul, and Verdun, the 
Towns upon the River of Somme, and the 
Dutchy of Britazy. Thele muſt be exa- 
mined. 


Parazraphe I, 
The pretended Rights of the Empire , upon the So- 
 _ wverarigntyof France. 


Concerning that Right , now ſtale, and in- 
deed ridiculous 3 four things are to be con- 
fidered. B . 

1, TheRomanEmpire which began in J«- 
lsus Ceſar,or eAuguſtus,comprehended indeed 
allthe Weſt, and herein the Gaules, That 
Empire was made up of the ruine of many 
Nations, by right or wrong. Howſoever long 
preſcription, and the conſent of Nations, 
with the extinRion of the royall Families ,

ed in the Roman Empcrours, till the year of 
Chriſt, 400; when by the inundation of ma- 
ny Northern Nations; Goths, Var.dales, Franks, 
and.others; the whole Empire was diſmem- 
bred, and the ſeverall Conquerors: of each 
part made themfclves Soveraign. So did the 
Franks 1n Gaules. A beginning not to be excu- 
ſed of violence and uſurpation. Bur the ruine 
of the Romans, preſcription, and the conſent 
of the conquered people did ſince authorize 
their dominion , _ towards the end of the 
firſt age of cheſe invations, they were all. ju- 
ſtified , and the Conquerours remained jult 
poſſclours, eſpecially when the Roman Em- 
pire ended in Auguſtulas, An. 475. 
And when Charlemagne reſtored the 
Weſtern Empire, ax. 800, that promotion 
did not alter the former Title he had to the 
Kingdome of Frarce. It was but a Title of 
honour, which he, and after him his Sonne 
Lemis the Meck poſicſt , with that of King 
of France. Afterwards, by the partage made 
An, 843. between the Sons of Lewss the Meek; 
each of the three brothers had his portion 1n- 
dependent from the others, and Lothary the 
Eldeſt, who had the Title of Emperour, pre- 
tended no right over Charles the Bald, who 
had Fraxce for his Portion , much asit 1s 
now.

Of theſe four Principaliries, that of Savoy 
ſubliſteth to this day. Frazch County is fallen 
to the Houſe of Flanders, and ſo to the houſe 
of Auſtria. Daulphin! was given to Philip de 
Valois by ſmbert Dolphiz, about the yeare 
1343.And Provexce to Lewis the XI. an.n482, 
by Charles Count of Marne, Heir to Rene Kin 
ot Naples, and Duke of Azjou. All theſc 
changesand gifts as for the propriety only, 
the Soveraignty being ſtill prerended by the 
Empcrours,which they may well be accoun- 
ted to have loſt, by weaknefle, deſertion, and 
by preſcription, as many other Principalities 
at this fide of the Rhine. Beſides, the French 
Hiſtories relate that .in the year 1377. the 
Emperour Charles the IV, being come into 

France to viſit King Charles the V, gave to his 

God-ſon Charles, who fince was Charles the 

VI, the right which the Emperours pretend- 

ed in Dauſphine, which was no great gift.

ther by preſcription or donation. Thele arc 
all the rights that can be imagined to be pre. 
tended by the Emperours and the Houle of 
Auſtria, upon the Soveraignty of Fraxce. 


Paragraphe II. 
Of the R! obts pretended upon Provence. - 


Let us now examine ſome pretences of the 
Houle of Au{tris, upon ſome Dutchies and 
_ other Dominions in Fraxce, beginning at Pro 
Vence. | 

I. I ſhewed before, how Provence befort

of Mets, Auſtraſia,or Burgunay, Burt when (be 
fore that famqus diviſion.) all Fraxce was ri 
united in the ſecond Race under theſe tw 
great Princes, Pepty and Charlemagne, Proven 
was a part of it. 
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2. By the partage betweene the Sonnes of 
Lewis the Meek, Provence, with all that was 
beyond the Rivers of Rhoſne and Saoxe, was 
cut off from the portion, given to Charles the 
Bald, and was fince called the Kingdome of 
Arles. All theſe pieces given to Lothary the 
eldeſt brother, were called the Emprre, and 
Imperial grounds 3 and to this day the Lands 
beyond the Rhoxe towards Ttaly, are called 
Terres d' Empire, Lands of the Emprre, and the 
Lands at this fide Terres de France, French 
Lands. Since that partage, the Emperours 
have alwayes pretended a Soveraignty to 
thoſe Countries, a right ſtrengthened by the 
donation made of the propriety of it, to the 
Emperour Conrad the Sal:que, by his Uncle or 
Brother in law Rodclphas the | | King of Bur- 
gundy, | 
3. Lewis the IL. Emperour, Son to that Zo- 
thary, left but one Daughter called Hermezx- 


 garda, which being incapable of the Title of 


Emperour,had inſtcad'of it that Country be- 


"tween the Rivers of Saoxe and the Rhoxe, the 
Alpes, and the Sea; which Dominon was e- 


rected to the Title of a Kingdom by Charles 
the Bald, King of France, and Emperour in ta- 
vour of that Hermengarda, whom: Bozoz one 
of the Court of Charles, and his wives kinf- 
man took away. Theſe two Bozox and Her 
mengarda, gave a beginning to that ſecond

that laſt Rodolphus, an. 1936. All that time 
mg was part of that Kingdome of Azr- 
es. 

4. Whic': Kingdom being cxrin& in that 
Rodclphus, and united to the Empire by Con- 
rad the Sal:que, ſhortly after by* the weak- 
neſs of the Emperours, and the diforders ri« 
ſen in the Empire 3 four Principalitics were 


framed out ot ir, as we {aid before. Thar of 


Provence, under the title of a County, was 
the moſt conſiderable, as being full of good 
Towns, and of great commerce, by reaſon of 
the Sca. It was poſſcſt by the family of Beren- 
gers, with the title of Counts, whoſe Hiſtory 
was written by Noſtradamus. | 

5. That Houſe of Berengers kept the Coun- 
ty of Provence till the time of St Lewes, when 
Raymond Berenger the _Jaſt Count left four 
Daughters,the eldeſt whereof Har pnret was 


married to St Lewis. The three others were]: 


alſo married to Sovcraign Princes, Fleozor to 
Henry the ITT. King of England; Faucte to 
Richard his brother, who was ſince created 
King of rhe Romans; and the fourth Daughter 
Beatrix, to Charles Count of Azjou, brother 
to St Lewis. Raymond dying an, 1231, left that 
B-atrix Helr of all his Eſtate,teaving _— 
only 


Kingdom of Burguroy, or the Kingdom of Ar- 
les, about the year 875. which continued un- 
der theſe Kings among many alterations to 
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oncly to the three others, to cach three thou. 
ſand marks. Another Raymond Count of Thog- 
louſe, would have taken away that Beatrix to 
marry her : Bux St Lezzrs prevented him, ſen- 
ding an Army into Provence, and taking her 
gave her ro his brother Charles to wite ., to 

whom he gave the County of Azjou, And 

thirty yeares after, the ſame Charles was in- 

velted by the Pope,with the Kingdome of the 

two S:cilies, as we ſhall (ce hereafter, 

The County of Azjou returned to the 
Crown of France, being given as a portion to 
Margaret, Grand-child to that Chayles, who 
was married to (harles Count of Yalus, Fa- 
ther to —_ Philip de Valois. And many 
yeares after that fr Branch of the Kings of 
Naples, and Counts of Anjou, pretended no 
right to that County, it was glven to Lewes, 
brother to King Charles the V, who founded 
the ſecond Houſe of Azjou, now erected to 4 
Dukedome, But the two other picccs of that 
Eſtate, which Charles brother tg St. Lewis ene 
joyed with his wife Beatrix, which was Pro- 
vence,and the Kingdom of the rwo S:celzes re- 
mained alwayes united: and the Kings of 
Naples and Stc1ly, whether of the firſt Houſe 
of Azjou, or of the ſecond, or of the family of 
Arragen,bave alwayes claimed a right to the 
County of Provence 3 ſo that Naples and Pro- 
verce gg under one right, as we ſhall more 

E 3 tully 
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fully expoiind when we ſhall” ſpeak of the 
cl#im of France npon Naples. ' 
6. Jane, Queen of Naples, of the firſt houſe 
of Anjou, went outof /talie, 47.1379. with 
Pope Clement .VII. and retired ro «Avignon 
whenthar great Schiſm began, which conti- 
tinued forty years.  Suice whichtime , al- 
though there have been: many diſpures for 
the ſucceſhon of Naples, between the Fami- 
lics of Charles de Duras, the Dukes of Arjou, 
and the houſe of Arragon, and that portion of 
Italiepaſt through many changes'; yet Pre- 
Unce wto which that Jare retired, was 
foon afterput in the hands of Lewrs, fir|t Duke 
of Anjuu , brother to (haxles the V. and both 
he and his deſcent enjoyed it peaceably, with- 
out any diſturbance from the houſes of Hun- 
gary and Arragon, who were fighting for the 
Kingdom of Naples, although both pretended 
that Protzxce belonged to them by the ſame 
right. But the conveniency of the place , as 
lying under the wings of Fraxce,which might 
afſiſt it at any time, kept the poſſeſſion there- 
of ro the houſe of Axjou. And finally, from 
the houſe of 4»jo it paſt to that of Fraxce, 
being left to-Lewrs the Xi. by Charles Count du 
XMain , Heir and Nephew to Rexe , titular 
King of Naples, and'reall Poſſefſor of Province, 
Lewis the XI. though he knew the right of the 
French 1n Naples, which his Son Charles * 
VII 
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VIII. and his other fucceſiours have purfued; 
yet heneglected ir, and contented himſelf ro 
take Proyence. By this diſcourſe, it appears 
that who ſo hath che lawfull Poffcſhon of the 
Kingdom of Naples ( which weſhall examine 
afterwards ) hathalſoa lawtull right to Pro- 
Vince. 

7. Beſides that claim of the Poſleſſors of 
Naples upon Province , diſputable berween 
tharhoule firſt of Axjou, and that of Arragor 
& Auſtriazthere is a more particular claim of 
the Dukes of Lorraine againtt the Frexch Kings, 
Heirs to that Charles au Main. The Lorriners 
prerend that Rex# havinga Daughter named 
Tolayzd, from which the houſe of Loyrarn is 
deſcended; could not lawfully diſ-inherithis 
Grandchild, ro give his Eſtate to Charles du 
Maize his Nephew. To which the Prench an- 
{wer two things. | 

1, That Province was a purchaſe of Reze , 
who could diſpoſe of it. 

2.And that Protzxce uſeth the Civil or Ro- 
man Law, by which teſtaments aretree, But 
the- diſcuſſion of that point, is for another 

lace, 7 
: Howſoever this remains, That the Dukes of 
Anjou, and the French Kings after them, have 
peaceably enjoyed the County of Province as 
bove 270. years, and the invaders of Naples | 
never had any thing in it: Which'indeed, hin- 
E 4 ders 
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dersnot, but that they may have a right to 
it. But the reaſon whereby we ſhall exclude 
them hereafter from any right to the King. 
dome of Naples, will ſerve alſo to invalid 
their claim upon Provence, | 


Paragraphe. 1TI. 
Of the Dutchy of Burgundy. 


1, The Burgundians came out of Germany, 
or ſome other Nation of the North, in that 
reat inundation of Northern people over the 
, vans Empire, about the year 400. founded 
2 State under the name of the firſt Kingdom of 
' Burgundy, about the Rivers of Saone and 
Rhoze, and near the Alpes: And that State ha- 
ving Deg An. 407. was ruined by the chil- 
dren of the great Clovis about the year 527. 
and laſted about fix ſcore years, 

2, Since which time , under the firſt race 
of the French Kings, Burgundy was part of 
the Kingdom of Orleaxs ; fome part of it alſo 
belonging to the Kingdom of Mets , and Au- 
Fraſia. And in the end, the Kingdom of Mets 
and that of Baygundy, became all one, till by' 
the partage between the children of Lewis the 
Meek, that part of Burgundy, which 1s beyond 
the River of Sqaze , remained with the Em- 
pire,and in the portion of Lothary the eldeſ 
- $9p. Fhe other on this fide of the River of $4- 
one 
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one, was allotted to France, and was a conf1- 
derable member of the ſame. Before the in- 
ſtitution of Fees , made in the beginning of 
the third race; Burgundy was governed by 
Dukes, and three Brothers of Hugh Copet , 
the firſt of that race, held it. Burt the laſt of 
them, Robeyt, was diveltcd of them by his 
Nephew, King Robert, Son to Hugh Capet, and 
it was re-united to the Crown, All that was 
before the ewo Families of Burgunay,of which 
we are to ſpeak todiſcuſſe the right which 
the Spaniards pretend upon that piece of the 
French State, 

3. So then from the beginning of the firſt 
Race, two Royall Families have poſlef} the 
Dutchy of Burgundy. The firſt began by Ro- 
bert, younger brother to King Henry the Firſt , 
and Son to K:ng Robert, To him his brother 


 Herry gave that Dutchy , in the year 1032. 


That Family continued from Male to Male, 
without any interruption of Female fucceſſt- 
on, untill the death of the laſt Duke Philsp, 
dead without iſſue, Az. 1362. Then King 
Joba at that timereigning inFraxce;{eizd-upon 
that piece as an apsrnage; fo the French call the 
Portions of the Sons of France , which are to 
return to the Crown, when Heirs Male fail. 
That apanage then being returned to the 
Crown, King Job beſtowed it in the ſame 
natyre upon hus fourth Son Phzlip, This _ 

rae 
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the head of the ſecond houſe of Burgundy | 
which had four Dukes only ſucceflively. This 
Philip called /e Hardy, inveſted by hjs Farher, 
then oh, the third Ph:l:p le Bon, rhe laſt 
Charles killed before Nancy, An. 1477. who 
left his Daughter Mary his univerſall Heir, 
She was married to Maximilian of Auſtria , 
fince Emperour, and ſo carried all her eſtate 
into the houſe of Auftria. From that marri- 
age came Philip Archduke,married with Jane, 
Inheritrix of all Spazz 3 and by herhad two 
Sons; Charles the V. and Ferdinand; Empe- 
rours, founders of the two Families of Au- 
#x:a that now reign. 

4. After the death of (harles , killed before 
Nancy, Lewis the XI, ſeized upon the Durchy 
of Burgundy as an apanage of France , return- 
inz to the Crown. Although Mary and her 
Husband Maxrmlian ' alleaged, that the 
Dutchy had been given to Phrlzp the Hard) , 
by his Father, King John, as an abſolute if , 
without any teſtriction of maſculine delGond 
That queſtion, though agiated on both ſides, 
will alwates remain undecided. The Frexch 
Kings maintaining themfelves in thatpoſſeſſi- 
on, Charlei'the V. Grandchild to that Mary, 
grounding himſelf upon that right,which we 
will declare afterwards , required by the 
Treaty of Maadria}, that the Dutchy of Bur- 
guily ſhould be reſtored to him as bisby his 
Grand- 
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Grandmorthers right, and taken from her þy 
Lewis &e X1. Burt after the return of Francs 
the L, that Treaty was declared void , as be- 
ing contrary to all right of Nations, which 
dijannull Treaties madc in Priſon.and exror= 
ted by violence, 8& contrary to the Municilpal 
Laws'ot the State of Frazce, which conſtitute 
the Kings to be alwaies 21%; 075: that 1s, unca- 
able of abſolute diſpoſition , as for the alie- 
nation of their Domunions. $o the Article of 
thar Treatiſe, concerning the reſtitution of 
Burgundy remamed null, though ſigned by 
the King. Bef1des, the States General! of the 
Kingdom proteſted to the King ,' that it was 
never 1n his power to alienare-any Province 
of his State without their conſent. Which 
laſt oppoſition was of ſuch force; that ſince 
neither in the Treaty of Cambr4y,nor in that 
of (reſpy-7n Valors ( in which ſeverall pieces 
were yielded unto the houſe of Auſtria ) any 
mention was made of Buryuxty. Yer the 
Kings of Spar take ſtill the Tirle of Dukes of 
Bargundy.So much for the Fact. We will now 

examine the right, 
5.It muſt be acknowledged that the ſevee 
rity of Apanages for the Males onely, to the 
excluſion of Females, is not in uſe among the 
Freach but fince the time of Phzlip de Valors, 
who began to reign Az, 13285 for remount- 
ing higherro Hach Gapet , we find not that 
EX- 
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excluſion of Females from ſucceſhons, ſaving 


the ordinary preference of the Males before 
them. And the Females were admitted Heirs, 
in all kinds of eſtates, whether given by the 
King, or by others. Yea, many times the hou- 
ſes of the Sons of France have ended in Fe. 
males, that have tranſported their Eſtates to 
other Familics3 as it appears in that of Dreax 
of Vermandois , of Courtenay, and of others, 
But ſince the time of Philip de Yalors , no Son 
of Frazce had any apanage 5 upon that con 
dition. Which is evident, in that all the apa. 
wages are returned to the Crown by the ex- 
tintion of Males,to the excluſion of Females, 
as thoſe of Anjou, Berry, Alanſon, and others, 
Yea, although rhar firſt houſe of Burgundy be 
much antienter, and hath begun almoſt with 
the third races yet as it was the firſt,and moſt 
1mportant apazage , we have inthe Hiſtory 
thereof an example of the excluſion of Fe- 
males and ſetling the inheritance in the 
Males. Hugh the IV. of that name, Duke of 
Burgundy had three Sons, Eudes his eldeſt , 
Fobn Lord of Charrolors , and Robert the Il. 
Duke of Burgundy. Eudes was married in his 
Fathers life time, died before him, and left 
three Daughters, Joland, Margaret, and eA- 
bee or «Alix; John the ſecond Son was marri- 
ed, and died likewiſe before his Father, lea- 
vinga Daughter Beatrix of Burgundy, w 
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7 
of Bourbon, This was the Lady who being 
married with Robett, Son to Saint Lewis, gave 
a beginning ro the nouſe of Bourbon. When 
Eudes the IV. died, it ſcemed that the Daugh- 
ters of the Firſt or Second of his Sons ſhould 
have inhericed by the right of reprefentaci- 
on of their Father z bur they were excluded 
from it by their Uncle Robert , who enjoyed 
it , and his Heirs Male peaceably, though 
theſe four Daughters had been married in 
great and potent houſes. 

6. Phi;p the laſt Duke of that Race being 
dead , King John took the Dutchy in his 
Poſleſsion; yer did not reunite it to the 
Crown, but preſently gave it to his fourth 
Son, Phil:p le Hardy, whom he eſpecially lo- 
ved, becauſe he had ſaved his life in the bat- 
tell of Poztzeys, though he was then very 
young. He gave it him by a lofig Charter , 
which indeed contains not in expreſſe termes 
the exception of Female Heirs; but conferrs 
it upon. him with the ſame rights by which 
himſelf came by it, and by which be poſſeſſeth is. 
Termes which have cauſed difficulty,becauſe 
Jobz could be ſaid to ſucceed to itby two 
rights; the one as King, the other as the next 
Heir-male of the laſt Duke. If he ſucceeded 
roit as King, the Durchy _ an «panage » 
returning to the Crown in dete& of Heir- 


Male, then without doubr it was ſetled —_

— "ob 
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-his Son Philip as a maſculine apazage, both 
becauſe his Father gave it him with the ſame 
rightby wh*®* himſelt had got it, And becauſe 
the ſevere Law of 4panages was already in 
uſe from Philip de Valors, Father to Jobs, and 
never.was interrupted {1nce. 

7. But King Jobs ( ſay the Spantards ) inhe- 
rited of the )alt Duke as the next of blood, 
and his Heir,ab :teſtato, becaule it appeareth 
in the Genealogy of that firlt Race of Burguy- 
dy, that Rybert rhe Il, he that had excluded 

his four Neeces, was Father to Hugh the V, 
who dycd witnout iflue,and of Eudes the LY, 
both ſucceſhvely Dukes of Burgundy. This 
laſt was Grandfather to Ph:lzp the laſt Duke, 
who ended the maſuline line. But that R4- 

Lert the IT. had three Daughters beſides Mar 

garet wife to King Lewis H4tip, whence came 

che houſe of Navarra, Jae wife to King Phe- 
lip de Valois, and mother to King John, and 

Mary wite to Edward Count of Bar. They lay 

then, that after the death of Ph:lzp the lat 

Duke, King Job» took that Dutchy by the 

right of his mother Jane, which right he 

tranſported to his Son Philip le Hardy, with- 
out any mention of maſculine apanage,wher- 
y they will have it evident, that femals may 
anheric jt. 
8. Againſt that pretended right which was 


very much diſputed in the Treaty of Madria, 
the 
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79 
the French have ſtrong exceptions. 

The firitis, Thartfrom the time of Phils p &e 
Yalos, within which that gift was made, no 
Son of Fraxce had any great Apanage but with 
that reſtriction, againſt which whatſoever 
King Johz may have ſaid or done ( and he 
wasa very imprudent and raſh man)he could 
do no valuable deed to the detriment of the 
State, or againſt the fundamental Lawes. 

The ſecond Reaſon is, That fince we ſee 
by the example of Hugh the IV, that females 
are excluded from that ſucceſſion, we muſt 
acknowledge that John did not tucceed by 
right of his mother, bur as King, receiving an 
apanage devolyed unto him. 

The third Reaſon is, That King John was 
not the next Heir in blood, for by proximity 
of blood, the children of the eldeſt Daughter, 
which was Margaret wife to King Lewis Hu- 
tz (hould have ſuccceded,not King Jobz,who 
was Son to the ſecond. Now that fſucceſhon 
tell when that wicked man Charles King of 
Navarro, Grandchild to that Margaret was 
in his ſtrength, who if there had beene a 
life in that title, would not have failed to 
have ſer it up.; for Burgundy was better then 
all his Navarrs, and the reſt of his eſtate. 
And yet that Rtirritig man did not ſtirre that 
point, or it was ſo {lightly,thar he left off pre- 
lently; bur hotly purſued a recompence = 

the 
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che Counties of Champagne and Brie, which 
by right belonged to his mother Jae, Daugh. 
ter to Lewis Huitn, Sonne to Jane Counteſs of 
Champagne and Brie, Queen of Navarra, wife 
to Philep le Bel. By all this it is evident, that 
the Dutchy of Burgundy was ſetled upon Phyl. 
lip' le Hardy his Son, in the nature of a true 
maſculine apanage, 


Paragraphe IV, 


Of the Towxs of Metz, Thoul;and Verdun. 


By the partage ſo famous among the Sons of 
Lewis the Meck, an. 843. it is certaine that all 
that was beyond the River Moſa towards 
Germany, was cut off from that which retain- 
cd the: name of Kingdome of France; and 
that theſe three Towns remained Imperiall, 
Bur Moſs being the bound of thele two 
States, the Empire and the Kingdome ; yet 
by an infinity of Warres, Ulſurpations, and 
Treaties, that bound and other limits be- 
eween the two States were often changed. In 
the time of the weakneſs and declination of 
the Houſe of Charlemagne, moſt part of the 
Cities and Lordſhips of the Empire, did can- 
.ton themſelves, and made themſelves partie 
cular Dominions under the protection of the 
Empire, and ſome remained free , others 
were ſubjected ro clpecial Lords, ſome Lay, 
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ſome Eccleſiaſtical. All theſe make up now 
the great body of the Empire : Of that na- 
ture were theſe three Towns , Metz , Thoel, 
and Yerdan,upon which the Frexch Kings pre- 
tended no right till the time of Henry the II, 
An. 1559, the Proteſtants of Germany cal- 
led Heprythe II. to their help,againſt the Em- 
rour Charles the V.” Hezry ſent them great 
Auxiliary forces by Ann d: Montmorency Sa 
ſtable of. Frazce, who.in his way ſeized upon 
Thoul and Verdun, & put Genin into them 
to aſſure the paſſage of the French Forces in- 
to Germany.The Government of Thoul was gi- 
ven to Moxſieur HEſclatules, Lieutenant of 
the company of the Duke of Guiſe. And 
Charles Gardinall of Lorrain, was reſtored to 
his Lordſhip, annext to the Biſhoprick of 
Verdun, the King retaining the ſoveraignty 
for himſelfe, which he thought he could 
lawfully. doe, becauſc the Lord of it was his 
ſubje&, and had an eſtate in France z and be- 
cauſe theEmperour was his declared enemy, 
whoſe Eſtate he might invade.In theſame ex- 
pedition the Conſtable ſeized on the City of 
Metz, which the Emperour Charles the V. 
beſieged towards the end of the yeare 1551. 
but in vain, ſince which time the French have 
enjoyed theſe three Cities 3 yer finding their 
tightrſomewhart weak they uſed it ar the firſt 


with great moderation, calling themſelves 
| oN- 
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only Guardians and ProteQors of the ſame, 
till Lewis the XI, cauſed them to be altoge- 
ther incorporated with Fraxce, and in them 
hath eſtabliſhi a foyeraign Court of Parlia- 
_ 
Indeed theſe three Townes have of long 
continuance been Imperial, and being got by 
ſubtiley, upon pretence'of the ſurety of rhe 
aſſage, the right of the Fre-ch Kings in them 
uld be muci more difputable then in ma- 
ny other places, as themſelves have confeſt in 
many -of thetr inſtructions for the generall 
Treaties. Yet it may be ſaid for the French, 
that Hezry the Il. took them as his enemies 
eſtate, when he made Var againſt the 'Em- 
our, That the Empcrour never made ſince 
any ftpulation for the reſtitution of them in 
any Treaty. That che rights of the Empire on 
this fide of Rbzze,- arc fo vaniſhr and loſt, that 
the Countries ſeem now to be primum occu- 
parti, That Holland, alſo 'Lorratne, Swit zev- 
land, Savoy, Franch County, Daulphine, Pro- 
vence, were Imperiall Lands ; and yet all 
theſearelipt from the Empire by a preſcrip- 
tion grounded upon the weaknels and: neg- 
le& of the old Soveraigne. Alſo that the 
French Kings at the firſt, declared themſelves 
onely Protectors and Guardians of theſe 
Towns : which it afterwards they have in- 
corporated co their State, it was by the con- 
{ent 
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{ent of the people, ſeeing themſelves deſer- 

ted and neglected by the ” Imre Finally, in 
that point the Frezch think they may uſe the 
right of Repreſals. And that it the Emper- 
our and the Houle of Auſtria ſhould do them 
right aboutall their pretences, there would 
be ſome reaſon why the Emperour ſhould be 
contented about theſe Towns, 


Paragraphe V, 


Of the Towns on the River of Somme, and 
other contarned tn the Treaty of 


Arras. 


The four Dukes of the laſt Houſe of Zur- 
guxndy, were Philip le Hardy, John, Philip le 
Boz, and {harles. 

John, atter the dearh of his Father Phel:p 
le Hardy, an. 1404. cauſed great rroubles in 
the State of Frazce, and cauſed his Couſin 
German, Lewis Duke of Orleans to be {lain, 
an. 1407,whence ſprung thoſe great Diviſi- 
ons and Wars between thoſe rwo Houles,of 
which the Hiſtories are full. Thar Johz was 
flain at Montereas foult-Ronne, by the com- 
mand of (hayles the Dolphin, an. 1419. His 


_ Son Phelep de Bon, purſued with great power 


and cagerneſlſe the vengeance of that death, 
made league with the Engliſh, and diftrefled 
very much the Kingdom of France, In = 

F 2 enc 
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end ſeeing himſelt ill uſed by the Engliſh, he 
grew weary of their alliance , and athamed 
of the harm which he had done to his Coun- 
try. Being then contented roagree with the 
King, he met with him at Arras, An. 1435, 
This was called the Treatie of Arras, a tun- 
damenrall piece of the Hiſtory of that age , 
and the following. By that Treaty, after that 
King Chazles the VIL.tn as lictle diſhonorable 
rermes as might be, had asked pardon for the 
killing of Duke Joh, when he was Dolphin , 
they agreed abour many other Articles, and 
the K:#g gave many pieces belonging to the 
Crown. Tie chict were theſe. 

1, Hetranſported to the Duke,, and to his 
Heirs lawtully begotten, the Towns and ju- 
riſditions of Peronne, Roye, Mondiater, to hold 
them by homage from tac Crown, and in Ti- 
tle!of Peerdom, to depend of the Courr. of 
Parliament ot Pay:s.

All th=ſe 
Towns, Caltles, and Lordſhips, redeema- 
ble with the ſum of 400000 Crowns. Upon 
that Treaty all chele Towns were delivered 
to the Duke of Burgundy, and all the time 
of Charles tne VII.nothing was altered in this 
agreement, 

Lewis the XI.came to the Crown, An.146 1; 
who being unthankfull and malicious, al- 
though he had great oblipations to the houſe 
of Burgundy; yet as ſoon as he came to the 
Crown, he conceived a great averſion againſt 

Charles Count of Charolots, Son and Heir ro 
Philiy le Bon, and would recover all thoſe 
pawned Lordſhips , arguing the Treaty of 
Arras, of nullity and invalidity, maintaining 
that his Father could not alienate ſo many 
pieces belonging to the State,againſt the fun- 
damentall Laws. To difingage theſe Lands, 
he laid great poſitions upon the people 3 
till he hadgraiſed the four hundred thouſand 
Crownes, which he cauſed to be brought to 
Abberjille, and delivered unto the Duke, who 
ſoon after delivercd all thoſe places unto 
him. Charles Count of harolois took that fo 
heavily, that he almoſt died for ſorrow , and 
conceived a mortall hatred againſt the Lord 
F 3 of 
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” of Croui, whom he accuſed to have adviſed 
his Father to it.'And it was one of the caules 
of the VVar of the publique goody which ha« 
ving been carried with various ſucccfle, till 
the Treaty of (oxfians, near Parts, 465, the 
fourth Article whereof was, that the King 
ſhould give again ro the Count of Charolors , 
all the Townes ſcated upon the River of 
Somme , lately redeemed with 40000. 
Crowns, to enjoy them all his life time, and 
befides that , ſhould give him the County of 
Gwnes tor himlelt and his Heirs for ever. This 
Charles, who was ſince Duke of Burguz- 
dy, enjoyed theſe Lands, though not withour 
Wars and Diviſions,againſt Lewis the XI, Fi- 
nally, Charles being dead before Nancy, An. 
1477. Lewts the-Xl. did ſuddenly invadethe 
Dutchy of Burgundy as a maſculin apanage , 
returting to the Crown; and all the Townes 
upon the River of $97me, which the French 
bave kept ever f{ince, Neither 'can the houſe 
of Auſtria pretend any juſt right tro themas 
Heir of the houſe of Burgundy; » both becauſe 
Charles the VII. had nat power tg alienate 
rheſe parts of his State ( as his Son Lewrs the 
XI alledged ) and becauſc all theſe Townes 
had bcen alienated upon condition of re- 
den with a certain ſum, which was 
paidby Zewrs the XI. unto the Duke Phlip. 
And it they were reſtored to the _ of 
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Charolas, it was. for his life onely z Where- 
fore Lewis did not ſeize upon them, but after 
che death of Charles, Art which time 21- 
fo he rook Arras, of which we will ſpeak 
hereafter, | 


Pa ragraphe VI. 
Of the Dutchy of Britain, 


The right of the houſe .of Awſtr29 to the 
Durtchy of Br:tai, hath moore ground then a- 
fy of the former, and gave matter to many 
diſputes, eſpecially in the time of i.:* League; 
the King of 8parin, Philip the 1. repreſenting 
the rights of his Daughter 7ſabella, both to

x. That Francis the II. the laſt Duke of 
Bretain dying An. 1488, left rwo daughters, 
Anna and Iſobel The fecond died young, 
The eldeſt, Arne, had the whole ſucceſſrog , 
and was married firft-to Charles the VIII. of 


France;by whom though ſhe had many chil-

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dren, none outlived the Father: Who beitig 
dead, ſhe was marricd with his ſucceſſour 
Lewis the XII. by whomhe had two Daugh- 
ters, Claude married to Francis the I, who by 
her had Hezry the II, who was Father to 
three Kings, Francs the IT.

Paragraphe Il. 


Of the Kingdome of Portugal. 


Portugal, a part of the old Luſitanra, is one 


of the Pravinces of Spazr, near the great O- 
G Gear 
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cean under Gallicaa, between the Rivers. of 
Daerno Minio, and Tajo : To which allo be- 
longs a lirtle Stare, called che Kingdom of Al. 
garbd, which is the point of the Cap St #11. 
cept, nextto the Ifle of Cadiz, and the Siruit 
of Gibrakar. That Country was waſted and 
conquered by the Saracens, as the reſt of 
Sparn, by that great inundation of thoſe bar- 
barous Nations, 44. 743. | 

' All rhe Chriſtian Princes, and all the No- 
bilicy and Gentty of the Kingdomes of rhe 
Welt,z( even aftcr the time of Charlemagne, 
and Lewis the Meek, who were there in pers 
{on ) very willingly went to make Varre in 
Spazn, againſt thete Saracen Moores, Eſpecial 
ly az- $090. a little before the enterpriſe of 
the holy Warrc, Philip the 1. reigning in 
France, & Alphonſus the VIIL. in Spar many 
Princes and Noblemen confederated them- 
ſelves, and.went mto Sp47z againſt rhem. The 
molt eminent was Heynry, of the firſt Royal 
Houſe of Burgundy; for although there harh 
beenmuch diſpure about his Origine,now all 
Hiftorians acknowledge that he was Grand: 
child to Robert, Brother to King Hezxry the 1, 
who had Buigundygiven him for his apaxage, 
This Henry of Burgundy, having done great 
exploirs againſt the Agvores, married T ereſa, 
natural! Daughter of Alphoxſus, who gave 
her for her portion the Townes of (vimbra, 
Bragd, 
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Braga, and others in Portugal, with forces to 
conquer the reſt, of which he quitred himlclf 
ſo well, that he expelled the Tnfidels from 
great part of _—_ , of which lie was called 
Comes or ({0unt, and no other title did he bear 
all his life time, He dycd az, 1112, andlett 
a SOn named Alphonſus, who took L:istbre,and 
much Country beſides, and was called the 
firſt King of Portugal, an. 1139. From that 
Alphonſus 1s deſcended the whole Houſe of. 
Portugal, till the death of Heny; the Cardi- 
nall X:4g, az. 1580. at which time Portugal 
was united with'Sparz. 

The great difficulty about the ſucceſſion of 
that Kingdom, whether ir belong to the houſe 
of Spazz, or to that of Braganza, or to that of 
Parma, is nothing to this purpoſe. It hath 
wearied the reaſoning of the greateſt Po- 
lititians for threeſcore yeares, and finally 
harh ended in a gencrall revolt of Fatugd, 
and a bloody War. Certainly,although ſuch 
as are moſt jealous of the growth of Sparwe,” 
will vote for the Houle of B7ag9au24, and that 
of Parma, the queſtion is not without difh- 
culty, 

Bur Fransee hath a further pretence to 
the Kindom of Portugal, for which we muſt 
remount higher. Alphonſus the 1, King ot 
Portugal, had two Sons, Sazchez rhe II, ſur- 


vamed Capel, and Alphonſus. Sanchez raigned 
G2 a- 
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after his Father, but with ſmall vigour, and 
was deſpiſed by his ſubje&s. eAlpborſas living 
then in the Court of St Lepzs, where he re- 
ceived much honour, as being his kinſman 
by Blanch of Caſi:h:a the Kings Mother. By his 


meanes he married LMahaut of Dampmariin, | 


Widow to a Prince of the blood, az. 1235: 
and by her had Children, The people of Por- 
tugal weary of their King Sanchez, deſired 
. Alpbozſus tro come home, and take the tuition 


of the State, which he did, leaving his wite | 


Mabast in France, And his Brother being de- 
graded and himſelte made King, he forgot his 
wife and children in Frame, and married 
Beatrix, naturall Daughter of Alphozſus the 
IX King of Caf:l;a, who gave her for her pots 
tion the Kingdom ot Algazba.Becauſe his firk 
wife was living, that 2* marriage was ac- 


counted unlawtul; yea, 4/phunſus was ex-} : 


commMnicated for it by Pope A lexander the 
IV. and hated by all the Princes; and Ma 
haut coming into Spazm, made a heavy com- 
plaint againſt him. Wno was ſo hardened in 
that (in, char he proteſted that if a hundred 
wives would have him,he would marry them 


all, Yer being a great Warriouz, anda wiſeſ 


and proſperous King, he maintained himſelf 
by the love of his ſubje&s,inſomuch that XMa- 


haut being dead, the Rs of Portugal ob-J 


tained his abſolution of #rbaz the IV.anftthe 
con- 
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confirmation of fhat ſecond marriage of 
which he had Children,One of them, and his 
ſucceſſour, was Demrs, Alphonſus being dead, 
an. 1279, From that Dexrs are deſcended all 
the Kings of Portugal to this day. 

Some of the Frexch Hiſtorians affirme , 
that Mahaut had two Sons by Alphorſus in 
France, the one that dyed young, the other 
Robert, from whom the whole Houſe of the 
Counts of Bullez is deſcended, which fell to 
Magdalen de Ia Cour, wite to Laurens of Mecd:- 
1s, by whom came Katherine de Medicis, mo- 
ther of the three Jate Frezch King, Francis 
the IT. Charles the IX, and Hepry the III, after

judice of. Robert the true Heir of Alphor ſus, 
Alſo that all the Kings that had reigned ſince 
Denis for three hundred years, made no pre- 
ſcription , becauſe there can be no preſcrip- 
tion for the right of Kingdoms. That right be- 
ing propounded to rhe Eſtates of Portugal , 
was found too old and ſtale, and injurious to 
all cheir Kings; neither did they make any ac- 
count of it. Beſides, the Spaniſh Hiſtorians 
affirm , that Alphonſus had no iſſue by Ada- 
haut, and that among the proteſtations which 
Mahaut made in Portugal againſt Alphonſus , 
there is not one word of the injury which he 
did to her children , which ſhe would not 
have forgot it ſhe had had any : Yet that right 
may be defended by the reftimony of the 
French Hiſtorians, and by this true allegati- 
on, that neither a baſtard nor his Deſcent can 
preſcribe againſt the lawfull Heirs,

France, two children, Francis Phoebus, who 
ſucceeded his Grandfather in the Kingdome 
of Navarra, but enjoyed it but four years,and 
died unmarried; and Catherize de Foitx , who 
ſucceded him, and marricd John 4* Albret,Son 
to eMlen d' Abret, aman of great note in 
Gaſcony, but not of a ſoveraign houſe; yetde- 
{cended from that Amari d' Albret, whoin 
the rime of {harles the V. of France, married 
CMagaret of Bourbon, Siſter to Jane , Qyeen of 


France, and raiſed his houſe to a great ſplen- 


dour by that royal alliance,& advanced much 
the party of the French againſthe Engliſh. 
F. John of Albret, and Catherine de Foix,had 

a Son called Henry; who was Kng of Navar- 
r4,and married Margaret, Siſter to Francis 
the firſt of France, by whom he had Jaze,Inhe- 
ritrix of Navarra; Jaze being married to Ax- 
tony of Bourbon , was by him Motherof Hen- 
ry the IV. of France, Father to Lewis the 
XIIT, and Grandfather to Lewis the XIV. 
Thus that houſe of Navarre was united with 
two great houſes in France; yet not Royal , 
that of Forx and that of Albrer, andafter to

Of the Kingdome of Arragon, 


Caſſan in his Book of the rights of the 
Crown of Fraxce, with more zeal than judge» 
ment will ground thoſe rights upon conqueſts 
800, yearsold, and antient expeditions of 
the French Kings into Spaiz, where they took 
ſome Towns of Navarra, Arragon and Catalo- 
nia, not conſidering the many changes of ſuc- 
ce{sions in io many years. The Conqueſts of 
Cataloma and Arragon by Charlemagre, give to 
the French no more right there in theſe 
times, than thoſe of Ceſar in Fraxce to the 
now Emperours, 

The rights of the French over Arragon,Co- 
talonia,& Revfillen,which have ſome ground, 
may be reduced to two heads. b5 

'The 
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_ © Thefirſt is how Charles Count of Arjor , 


Brother to Sarnt Lewis ,was inveſted with the 
Kingdome of the two S:c:les, againſt rhe chil. 
dren of the Emperour Friderick the Il, Peter, 
King of Ar7ag0n, who had married Conſtance, 
daughter to Manfred, baſtard of Frederich, 
claiming that Kingdome from his wife,made 
thoſe bloody Sicelzan Veſpers An.'1281. An 
a&tion which did incenſc the whole Chriſten- 
dome againſt that Peter , well ſurnamed the 
eruell; Pope Martin the TV. eſpecially a 
Frenchman by Birth and affte&ion , who ex- 
communicated Peter, and put his Kingdome 
1n interdi&. Not only by the general maxime 
of the Popes, that in certain caſes they have 
power over the temporals of Kings;z but be- 
cauſe Arragon hath been, of great antiquity, 
a Fee of the Church of Rome. So the Pope 
dealt with that perfidious King as Sove- 
raign of Arragon. Tothar purpoſe he ſent a 
Legat into France which offered the King- 
dome of Arragon to King Philip le Hardy tor 
his Son Charles, Count of Yalois, Whereupon 
Philip aſſembled the States Generall at Parss , 
eccepted the Popes gift , and undertook the 
War againſt Peter; took Arragon, Catalonia, 
& Valentia,and inveſted his Son Charles with 
theſe Kingdomes,paying five hundred Livers 
yearly to the See of Rome. It is true that after 
eheſe Conqueſts, King Philip,as he returned 
into 
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into France, dyed at Perpignan, and the 
Frexch foon after loſt all that Country. Yet 
their right?, if they had any by. the dona- 
tion of che Pope, remained as good as be- 
fore. 

But the Spartards contradidt that right,ſay- 
ing, that in the time of the greateſt confuſions 
about that quarrel, a marriage was made be- 
tween that Charles de Yalois pretended King 
of Arragon, and Margaret daughter to Charles 
the IT, King of Naples. To which cMargaret 
the Counties of Azjou and Maine were gi- 
ven for her portion ( which had been in the 

feffion of « harles brother to St Lewis, and 
Fokie united to the Kingdome of Naples ) 
with this prou-ſo, Thar though Margaret 
ſhould die without ifſuc, Charles ſhould poſ- 
ſeſs theſe Counties, yeelding all his right and 
claim to rhe Kingdome of Arragon, which 
Charles'did, and ſo that great difterence was 
ended. | 

The fecond head whence the claim of the 
French upon Arragen doth ariſe, regards the 
ſecond Houſe of Anjow. The ſecond Son of 
King John of France, was Lewis, who was Iitt- 
veſted with the Dutchy of Azzou ; A Prince 
well known in Hiſtories, as he that was made 
regent of France, in the Minority of Charles 
the VI. and after inveſted with the King- 
dome of Naples by Queen Jane the firſt ; a _— 

whic 
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which he proſecuted, and periſhr in che pro. 
fecution.Bur he left the txrle ro his Children, 
His Son Lemis the IT, married To/and daugh. 
ter to Joby the I, King of Arreg0n, and of 74 
land of Bar his wite. The eldeſt ſiſter of that 
Toland, wite to Lewis the Tl, of Arnjou, which 
was Jane Counteſs of Forx, being dead with- 
out iſſue, and no childe remaining of Jobs of 
Arrazon, but that Toland Durchets of Arjeu, 
ſhe was the undoubred Heir of that State; 
bur her Uncle Afartcn, Duke of Montblan, 
ſcized upon it. Lewts ſent the Biſhop of Cou- 
ſerans to repreſent his right. And when after 
the death of Martin, he would diſpute his 
right by the ſword, he was perſwaded to put 
the buſineſſe to an arbitrement 3 for the Peers 
and of the Kingdome of Arragor, had 
choſen arbitrators to umpire the buſineſſe 
berween Lewrs and Martry, and examine the 
Claimes of orherpretenders, And rhough the 
Umpires were ook all Arrazongs , they 
would not protionnce atry thing;fo that quar- 
rel remained undecided. And after the death 
of two Martens, Father and Son, the Arbirra- 
tion being renewed, nine Arbitrators defer- 
red- the Kin e to Ferdimand Brother to 
Henry the III, King of Caftvlea, That ſenvence 
was confirmed by the Anti-pope Beze&## rhe 
XIII. who being forſaken almoſt by Aall the 
world, had taken ſanQuary in Arragan. A- 
gainſ 
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painſt che nulliry of that ſentence, the Chil- 
dren of YTeland, Lemnis che TIT, of Arjan and 
Rev, did proteſt. Yea, the Children of Aexe 
toake Var in Aryagon, to recover ir' im the 
time of Lewis the XI, of Fraxce; but they were 
conſtrained to forſake all, and Arragon re»

Paragraphe V, 


Of Catalonia. 


The like may be ſaid of Cataloma, which 
isa great Province of Spar, bounded on the 
Eaſt and South with rhe Mediterranean Sea, 
ahd on the- othet {tdes with Yalentia, Arra- 
99n,and Rowſſille. It was both before the 
Komans and-under them, part of Hiſpama 
Tarracontnfts, as eArragos and other Coun- 
tries ticar the River of Ebro. Since which time 
being conquered by the Gotrhs and lars to« 
perhet , it was called by rhem Gottalaniz , 
which name was ſince corrupted to Carafay- 
aa, It was under the Kings of the Gotths, tall 
the invaſion of the Saracess, an. 7 3. whe 
made themſelves Maſters of it, as of moft 
part of Spazy; But Charlemagne took it from 
thetn, and all the Country near the River of 
Ebro, about the year $00. expelling Zaronthe 
Moore 
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Moore out of Barcellona, and put 'a French 
Garriſon in itz not long after he gave it to 
Bernard, who was the firſt Count of Catals. 
#ia, and was a. powerfull and conſiderable 
man in the Courr of Lewrs the Meek; and the 
{aunts of that Province, who then were but 
Goverours, were a long time ordinary Cour. 
tiers and Attendants of the French Kings, 
But by the idleneſſe of the laſt deſcent of 
Charlemagne, the Governours of Provinces, 
and of this among the reſt, made themſelves 
Maſters. | 
About the beginning of the third Race of 
the French Kings, the Family that ruled in 
Catalonia, was that of the Berengers. And 
that County was alwayes ſeparate from the 
Kingdom of. Arragoy, till the yeare 1131, 
when Dox Alphonſo King of Arragon, ſurna- 
med the Bellador, becauſe he fought rwenty 
two battels, being dead without iſſue, the 
ople of Arragon tooke Ramires out of the 
Clorfter of St. Pontius of Tomteres, where he 
had lived forty yeares a Monk, becauſe he 
was of the Royal blood, and Son to Saxchez 
Ramres, King of Arragon. He was married 
by a diſpenſation of: Araclet the II, Pope, or 
rather Anti-pope, and had a Daughter nas 
med Petronilla, married to Raymond Berenger, 
Count of {atalonia, So Arragon and Catalonts 
were united,and never ſeparated fince, James 
King 
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King of Arragon, an. 13 20. by the advice of 
the Frarc of the Land, made the Law of uni- 
on of the rhree Provinces, Arragon,Yalentrd, 
and (atalor#a, not to be poſleſt ſeparately any 
more. Together with that” Law, Cataloms 
zpreed with the King- of Arragon,. that ſhe 
ſhould have her forcegand priviigdges apart; 
and that the Kings of Arragon, who took on- 
ly the title of Counts of Catalonia, ſhould 
lige themſelves by oath ro- obſerve that 
condition, This precaution of the Catalans

could nor. Perpignan being belicged , a ndta- 
ken by Lemss the XIII. of late years. 

Thus of thoſe fix rights which the French 
pretend within the limits of Spazx. Thoſe of 
Caſtaliay Portugal, and Arragon, are old and 
ſigle.

214 apd Rouffillon are no more pretended 
rights, the French having the real poſleſsion 
of them.

' "AED Terra di Lavoro,the River of 
Aufidus,now Ofanto in Pugliazand the River of 
Linis now Cantighano near Capua, were made 
the limits between the Empires of the Eaft 
and Weſt, Az. 803. Necephorus then being 
the Emperour of the Eaſt z and Charlems 
of the Wet. So thar part of the Kingdom of 
Naples, and all that is on this fide of the two 
Rivers remained with the Empire of the 
Weſt. The part beyond them with rhe 
Iland of Szczly, remained with the Emperour 
of the Eaſt, 

Not long after, the Saracens invaded 1ta- 
he.

Next, ir muſt be known that this wicked 
Jane, laſcivious and cruel,ſo farreas to ſftran- 
le her Husband Azdyew, a young Prince of 
Glas other Branch of Hungary, filled her 
Kingdome with great troubles by her wick- 
ednefſe. Towards the end of her reigne, an. 
x378. hapned the great Schiſme of the 
Church, when #baz the VI, being made 
Pope by violence, many Cardinals eleQed in 
his ſicad, Robert Cardinall of Geneva, wm 
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being an enemy to Xgben, who was born her 
ſubje&,declared her ſelf for Clement,Her crim 
whereby ſhe had put her Husband to death, 
had been-long covered by an accomodation 
made by Clement the VI, who appealed Lewis 
the great, King. of Hungary , Brother' to An-

#rbaz the VI, to be avenged of Jane, ſtirred 
again the Houſe of Hungary againſt her, 
and a Prince of that Houſe, named Charles 
de Duras, came and beſieged her in Caſtello del 
Ovo at Naples, took: her and ſtrangled her, 
4x. 1382.-in the ſame place, as ſome ſay, 
where ſhe had ſtrangled her firſt husband.

Of the Dutchy of Milan. 


After the wrack of the Roman Empire, &n, 
400. all the Countries about the River of Po, 
rowards the Alpes were taken by Theodorich 
Goth, and kept by his children, till about the 
year 550. tiat they were recovered by Bel: 
ſarinus and Nayfes, ewo Captaines of the Em- 
perour Juſts,747. Bur ſoon after the ſame 
Countries were won by the Oftrogeths, Kings 
of 1taly, and again by the Lombards, who {et- 
led 4 great State there, and maintained it tull 
the time of Charlemazne,who deſtroyed it,an, 
774.After which time all the Towns of thoſe 
parts were Imperial , belonging to whoſoe« 
ver had the Empire of the Weſt. The 
houſe of Charlemagne being degenerated and 
having loſt the Empire, a op ycare 900, 
the Erwpire was diſputed between the ltali- 
an and the German Princes for 50 yeares, In 
the-end the Germans having prevauled in the 
perſon of 0:ho the I3 & the Emperors his fuc- 
ceſlours having choſen the ſear of their Em: 
pire in Germany, and being at odds many 
times with the Popes, their power ſenlibly 
decayed in 7taly, and great part of rhe Towns 


of Lombardy {lipt out of their Dominion, and 
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choſe to themſelves 7takan Lords ,, the Em- 
perours retaining the ſhadow only of Sove. 

- raignty, Many all choſe liberty, & a Popular 
Stare,as S:ena.Piſa,Florence,Genoa, and others, 
In theſe confuſions the Ciry of Mrlaz was 
uſurped by the Yiſcounts of Angleria, a ſmall 
place in the Dutchy of Alan , who main- 
rained themſelys about ſix hundred years un- 
der chat name and quality of Vicounts , un- 
till the year 1497. that the Emperour wex- 
ceſlaus ( not Frederick as Gaſſan ſaith ) ere&ed 
Milan into a Dutchy. The firſt Duke was Ga- 
leas the TIT, who had married 1ſabella daugh- 
ter to Fobn, King of France. 

That Galeas had three Sons z John Maria , 
that ſucceeded him and died without iſſue , 
Philip Marta that ſucceeded his brother, who 
likewife died withour iſſue, leaving a baſtard 
daughter named Bona, married to Francts 
Sforza, a Souldier of Fortune , - but a gallant 
man. That firſt Duke Galeas, befides theſe rwo 
Sons had a daughter called FValentzza, marri- 
ed to Lewis, Duke of Orleans, Son to Charles 
the V. King of France,an, 1398. Her Father 

ave her the County of 4ſt for her portion , 
with a Million of Livers wherewith the 
County of Blois was bought, Chaſteauduro, Sot« 
ſſoxs, and other Lordſhips. And by the con- 
tract of Matrimony, it was declared , that if 
the maſculine line of Galeas ſhould tail , = 

I a en« 
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lentiza and her children ſhould ſucceed in the 
Dutchy. Ir is true that thisclauſc had this 
greatdefect,that the Dutchy beeing eſtabliſhr 
2 maſculine Fee, Galeas could not make it fe- 
minine without the Emperours leave, which 
was not demanded, becauſe the Empire was 
tncn vacant by the degradation of Wer ceſl aus, 
whom the Elc&ors depoſed for his idlencfſe. 
Bur it 1s pretended that the Pope Beneazet the 
XFLI. who then had his. See at Auizron, ap- 
proved that contraGt;tor that right the Popes 
challenge in the vacancy of the Empire. 
Howiocvcr John 24arra, and Phriltep Maria, 
being dead without Ja wiull iſſue, none had 
more right to that ſucceſsion then the chil- 
dren of YValextjna,But that ſucceſſion fel in{the 
heat of the contuſions of Fraxce,under Charles 
the VII, when the two Sons of Valentina, 
Charls Duke of Orleans, & Johx Count of Angous 
leſme, were Priſoners in Ezgland , where the 
eldeſt remained five and twenty ycars, and 
the ſecond well nigh thirty, Io that long 
timc it was calic for Francis Sfo/za, wio hal 
married Bora the baſtard, daughtcr of Dake 
Puthp Maris, to make himſclt Maſter of 1t- 
lan, of which hc procured , and obtained the 
inveſtiture from the Emperour Fidezick the 
IV. Tais Fraicrs Storza had two Sons, whom

became implacable , fighting with great 
might about Mlar, till that, by the Treaty of 
Maarid, Francis the firſt yielded his right, as 
we will relate in the next Chapter.

4. Francis the I, having yielded all his rights 
by the Treaties of Madrid, Cambray, and Creſ- 
ps as we ſhall ſee afterwards; one may ſay 
that ( beſides the nullity of that cefſion , by 
the right of the Kingdom ) Frazcts may have 
quitted the right that came to him by his 
great Grandmother Yalextina ; but that hee 
hath nor quitted that which came to his 
children by Claude his wite, who being 
daughter of Lewzs the XIT.had for her and her 
iflue the right of inveſtiture both of 1505, 
and 4599, which her Husband could nor 
rake from her. And Francis made uſe of this 
reaſon among the nullities which he objected 
againſt the treatic of Madrid, In what time 
theſe ceſſhons were made, and of what 
ſtrength they are , the next Chapter will 
ſhew, 

The Commonwealth of Gerea had allo 
ſome dependance from the Kings of France. 
That City with the Country depending 
fromir, having ſhaken the yoke of the Ein- 
perours ( as the other Commonwealths of 
Ttaly,

reaſon of the weakneſle of Chayles the VI. for 
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Italie, while the Italian and German Princes 
were contending for the Empure)form'd itſelf 
into a moſt flouriſhing State. In the Wars of 
the Eaſt, and Conqueits of the Holy Land, Ge- 
0a was very confiderable , no lefle than the 
Venetians and Piſans , poſicit many Countries 


| in the Levanr, the Ile of Chio, the Town of 


Capha upon Mar Majur, in Taurica Cherſone- 
ſus, and others. But the Commonwealth bee 
ing weakned by the jcaloufies of two pos 
tent Families,the Fregoſi and the Adoyi4 , the 
State ſubmirted it ſe]t unto Charles the VI of 
France, an. 1390, who taking them under his 
Protection, ſent to them the Marſhall of Bou- 
licaut, who reccived their Oath of fidelity. 
Bur great confuſions being riſcn in Fraxce, by 


29. years, by the invaſion of the Engliſh, and 
by the extremity that Charles the VII. was 
brought to, that right over Genoa was neg- 
leed.But in the ycar 1458, the ſame Genoeſe 
being oppreſt with their own diviſions , ſent 
Peter Fregoſa into France to Cha#les the VII. 
who received them under his prote&ion, and 
[cnt them Johx Duke of Lorrain, eldeſt Son to 
the Duke of Azjou, And after Charles the VIL 
naving again given themſelvs to Lens the XI, 
lome Hiſtorians ſay , that he negle&ed that 
Conqueſt , ſo that they were forced to ſub- 
mit themſclves to Joby Galeas, Duke of Melan. 
Others 
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Others ſay,that Lewzs the XI inveſted that G4- 
less in the Lordſhip of Gezoa , upon condi- 
tion of doing homage for it to the Crown of 
France. And Charles the VIII. paſſing to the 
Conqueſt of Ngples , inveſted againſt Lude 
wvickSforza in the ſame by the Treaty of Yercel, 
47. 1494 , he paying thzrty thouſand ducats of 
entry, in conſideration of the auxiliary for- 
ces which Ludevick promiſt unro Chazles for 
the Conqueſt of Naples. After Charles, the Ci- 
ty of Genoa remained ſubjec to the Kings of 
France, as Dukes of Milan, and Lens the XII, 
made a trinmphant entry into1t, and recei- 
ved of them all the honours and deferences 
of Subjects to a Soveralgn, ax, 1502. and 

ave them a Governour , Job; of Cleves his 
inſman. But az. 1527, while Charles the Y, 
and Fraxcis the I, were in the hcat of their 
quarrell, the City of Nap!es being belieged by 

Monſieur de Lautree, Andrew Doria of Cab 
ſubje& to the French King , and Generall of 
his Fleet, being il! ſatisfied of Francis thel, 
revolted from him, turned to the Emperour, 
and was the cauſe of the loſle of Naples. The 
Emperour to win him to his ſervice , offered 
him la carte blaxche, that is, what conditions 
foever he would have. The firſt demand df 
Andrew was the liberty of his City, which he 
obtained, and it was freed from all ſubject 
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have any right in the Dutchy of Adilen, they 
have the like in Genoa3 for (harles the Y. 
could not cut off that limbe from ir, fince it 
did not belong to him. 


Paragraphe IX. 


Of the Countres of Flanders and 
Artois. 


Theſe two Counties were antiently before 
the conqueſt of the Romans, parts of Gall;s 
Belgica, and ſo under that Empire, and un- 
der the firſt and ſecond race of the French 
Kings, till chat famous partage of the chil- 
dren of Lewis the Adeek, an- 843. when the 
River of Sceldis being ſet as a limit of that 
which belonged to Lothary, the Emperour on 
the one ſide; and Charles le Chauve on the 0- 
ther, that Country remained within the par- 
tage of the laſt, who was King of France, and 
containes a great extent of Land beyond the 
River of Somme, near the Rivers of Scaldis 
and Lis, butting upon the Ocean. And be- 
cauſe all thar Country was full of Wood, 
which made it be called Sylua Carbonarra, 
Charlemagne , about the yeare 771.-placed 
there a Governour whom he called the great 
Foreſter of Flanders. So alſo were his ſucceſ- 
ſors called, and were not very E—_— 

c 
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The firſt that erected this Country into a 
County, was Charles le Chauve, an. 850. or 
thereabouts. Tne firſt Count was Baldwin, 
ſurnamed Bras de fey or Iron-arm,for his great 
exploits againſt the Normazxs, then barbarous 
and infidels, who coming from the North, 
infeſted thoſe coaſts both by Sea and Land, 
This Baldwin ftole away Iudith Daughter to 
Cbarles le Chauve, and widow to an Engliſh 
King, which action at the firſt moved Charles 
to a great wrath and hatred againſt him. Bur 
Tudith having eppeaſed her Father, and Bald. 


wn being very neccſlary for the defence off 


thoſe Countries avain(t the Normans, he re- 
covered the Kings Grace, and it was upon 
that reconciliation, that he was made Count 
of Flanders. So that Baldzin is the head of 
that houſe of Flanders and Artois, which then 
were but one Province. 

[, All that Country remained thus united 
in one County, till the year 1180. when Pht- 
{ip Auguſt King of France, married Iſabella 
Daughter of Baldwin the IV. Count of Ha- 
nat and Namuy, and of Margaret of Flanders. 
For Philip of «Alſatia, Count of Flanders, un- 
cle to Margaret, to ſhew his joy for that high 
alliance, gave her the Country of Arto/s,con- 
fiſting in the Towns of Arras, Bapaume, Saint 
Amer, Aire, Heſdin, and ſome others which 

Philip Auguſt enjoyed,and his Sons after hay 
ti 
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ull Lees the VIII, gave the Country of Ay- 
tors to his third Son Robert, for whoſe ſake his 
brother $t Lewis. creed the ſame into a 
County, of which this Robert did him ho» 
mage, and that houſe of Artois was a Royal 
houltc jor a long time after. Thus Flanders and. 
Avtors had their ſeverall Counts and Lords 
as moſt of the other ſeventeen Provinces of 
Netherlands, | 

2. King John of France having given to his 
fourth Son Thil;p, the Dutchy of Burgundy, 
becauſe he loved him dearly, he procured a 
great marriage for him, matching him with 
Margaret ot Flanders, only Daughter of Lewis 
the LiI. Count of F Lakes. and of Margaret 
of Brabant, Thar Princeſs was held the rich- 
eſt match of Europe, for ſhe was Heir not 
oncly of the Counties of Flanders, Burgundy, 
Artors, Nevers, Retel, and other great Lord- 
ſhips, but was alſo apparent Heir (from her 
great Aunt by her Mothers {ide ) of the Dut- 
chies of Brabant, Lothier, Limburg, and the 
Marqueſat of Aniwerp. That alliance made 
an, 1356, was the beginning of the greatneſs 
ot the houſe of Burgundy, For that Fhilip, and 
his three ſucceſlors, Iohz, Philip, and Charles, 
united all theſe great Stares, which after- 
wards fell iato the Houſe of Auſtria by mar- 
rage, as we have repreſented before. 

3. Although the propriety of thoſe nl 

r0- 
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Provinces, Flanders and Artors, came to the 
Houſe of Au#ria by the match of ary df 
Burgundy with Maxemilian; the pretences of 
the Crowne of Frazce upon that propriety, 
being quitted by the reddition of the Towne 
of Arras, a9. 1435.Yet the ſoveraignty there: 
of hath remained with the French Kings, un- 


rill the Ceſhons by them made of rhe ſane]. 


by ſeverall Treaties, of which the firſt wa 
that of Madrid, 
That ſoveraignty is proved by ſeven Rea. 
ſons. The firſt 1s, The homages which the 
Coumts have alwaics payed to the Kings of 
France for thele Counties, and the inveſt 
rures which they have taken from them 
the ſame. The ſecond, That the Kings 
France have judged of the Counts of Flay 
ders as Soveraigns, and given them Lawes, 
The third, That they decided of peace and 
war in Flanaeys, even againſt the will of the 
Counts. The fourth, That they have given 
race to Flemmings as their Soveraigns , and 
puniſht them of their rebellions. The fifth, 
That it was eſpecially promis'd and agreed, 
that the Flemmings ſhould reſort to the Par: 
liament of Payes.The ſixth, Thar the Kings d 
France have protected as Soveraignes , the 
Connts of Flanders, The ſeventh, That the 
have confiſcated the County for Felony. 


Briefly, the Kings of France have cxer ci : 
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all Aas of Soveraignty in Flanders and er- 
2075, a thing never brought in queſtion or de- 
nyed before Charles the V. who being pro- 
moted to the Empire, and fallen to great 
Wars againſt Francis the 1. was delinquent 
in that duty, and obtained the cefſion of thar 
right by divers Treaties. 

4. It is then a known truth, that Flanders 
and Artors did belong to the Soveraignty of 
Fraxce, and that the queſtion is onely, whe- 
ther the ceſſion made at Madrid was juſt and 
valid. Upon which the French ſay, 

3. Thar Charles the V, being born a ſub- 
je& of France at Gayt, in the County of Flax- 
ders, committed rhe crime of Felony by his 
Wars againſt his Soveraign, whom alſo he 
took and kept priſoner, which was often up« 
braided to hita; yea a ſentence of the Parli- 
Ment of Paris, intervened againſt him,where- 
by he is deprived of his Lordſhips depending 
of the Crown of France for crime of Felonyz 
ſo thar being a Felon againſt his Soveraigne, 
he had no right either to treat with him when 
he kept him priſoner, nor any way oblige 
him. 

2, The ceſfion madeby the Treaty of Xa- 
drid, was invalid by the Law of Nations, as 
done by a man kept in priſon. 

3. That cefſion made at Madrid, and in os 
ther Treatics, is null by the fundamentall 
Lawes 
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Laws of France which prohibit the alienati- 


on of the Soveraign rights of the Crown z e. 
ſpecially without rhe conſent of the States 


Generall, who never ratihed all rhoſe Trea- | 


ties. And in ffe&, the Parliaments by their 
ſentences, the Pcers of the Kingdom by their 
Votes , andall the learned no. judicious by 
their diſcourſes have condemned thoſe Trea. 
ties. And to this day the Flemmings and Arte- 
ſigns are accounted Regmcole , and have no 
need of letters of Naturalization. 


CHAP. IV. 


Wars, Agreements, Treaties , between 
the houſes of France and Auſtria 4-

E have ſeen how bythe Hiſtory, and 

by Reaſon,the rwo Houſes of France 
and Auſtria will ground thcir ſeveral preren- 
ces. As the diftcrences berween private pcr- 
ſons beget ſuits in Law, which end in the 
ſenrence of a Court; ſo the jcalouſies between 
thele two great houſes have begot Wars, 
which haue cndel in Treatics : Yet ſo that 
the

| the Wars have begun afreſh after. 
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Theſe 

Wars have been many , eſpecially ſince the 
promotion of Chayles the V to the Empirezar, 
1519. For the Kings of France, who without 
con tradition had the precedence before all 
Chriſtian Monarches were grieved to ſee a 
Count of Flanders, and an Heir of the houſe of 
Auſtria,a ſmall Province of Germany advance 
himſelf ſo far as to offer to ſtep before them , 
and(as many think)to affe& the Empire of all 
Europe, 

To underſtand all theſe Wars , Truces , 
and Treaties z the Hiſtory muſt begin at the 
Treaty of eArras,an. 14.35. For although theſe 
lx houſes, Auſtria, Burgundy, Hungary, Arra- 
gon, Caſtilia, and Portugal, the limbes of that 
oreat Coleſſus.of the now houſe of Auſtria , 
were then ſeverall houſes; yet that Treaty 
will ſerve to'{ce how the houſe of Burgundy 
isfallen into the houſe of Auſtr's, and how 
their greatneſſe hegan. Here then ler us ſay 
In brict, what Wars and Treaties have been 


[between theſe two houſes fince the Treaty of 


Arras, an. 1435. to that of Verutns, 1598.

Fautyonne, an. 1419; Finally being 1ll ſatisfy-, 
ed with the Engliſh, was forced to agree 
with Chayls the VII, whohad killed his Father, 
which he did by the Treaty of Arras, an. 
1435. whereby Charles gave to Phil|p what, 
we ſaid before, Peronne, Montaidter , and 
Ryye, the County of Artors, the enjoying of- 
the County of Buller for his life , alſoall the 
Towns of the River of Somme , redeemable 
with four hundred thouſand Crownes , and 
promiſt to join to the Dutchy of Burgundy, the 
Counties of Maſcon, Chalons, Langres, Bar ſur 
Stene, and Auxerre tor ever, reſerving the re- 
ſort of theſe juriſdi&tons to the on dons 
of Paris. This Treaty raiſed very much the 
houſe of Burgundy. Atter which , Philip was 
a loyall friend and ſervant unto Charles, and 
helped him to expell the Engliſh out of 
France, Neither did he meddle with the friſt 
falling out of Charles with his Son Lewrs the 
Dolphen ( who was ſince Lewes the XI. ) which 
diviſion was called , La Ligue de la Praguerte. 
And all the rcigne of Charles nothing confi-- 
derable hapned between theſe two houſesbut 
that towards the end of Charles, Lemrs the 
Dolphin, having withdrawn himſelt diſcon- 
rented from the Court , and lived a while in

3- The ſame year was the expedition of 
Charles the ILL, itito Naples,againit che houſe 
of Arragon, To that which we bave {aid of 
that quarrel, this muft be added.

Naplesthe Kings of Arragen would.ſay thar it 
was by their toleration,becaul Alphornſus King 
df Arragen who had been adopted by Jaze 
the LI. had conquered: Naples with the Arms, 
the Blood, and the money of Arragen, & that 
he ought not-tohavecfr it to anybut hisbro- 
ther Johz,King after him of A#7agon.,VVhere- 
tore (þ.VIILfcaring leſt Ferdinand Kingof Ar- 
ragon Son to John, thould diſturb his conqueſt

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of Naples, either to aſſiſt that Baſtard Houſe, 
or to make it his own conqueſt, reſtored unto 
him the County of Rouſillop, gratis » upon 
Ferdinands promuſe,not todiſturbe him,yea & 
to help him 3 but Ferdinand broke his word 
- with him. What was the right of Charles, 
was ſhewed before. 
Charles with great expedition paſt through 
Piemont, Milan, Piſa, Florence, Rome, got the 
Kingdom of Naples without difficulty, and 
overned. it without prudence, and inſtantly 
Pt it by the ill behaviour of his Miniſters, 
which got him the hatred of the Neapolztans. 
A league was made by the Pope,the Venetians, 
the King of Naples, and the Duke of Man, 
not —_ to ſtay his conqueſts, but to ſtop his 
return, and deſtroy him in 7taly. The Gene- 
rall of the Army of the league, was Franceſco 
Gonzaga, Marqueſs of Martua,who gave bat. 
tel to the King at For:ous, which the King 
won with great glory. Being returned into 
France, he prepared to return into taly, but 
dyed in thar | <vnaneeY 
Whilſt Charles was about the conqueſt of 
Naples, Lewis Duke of Orleans, who ſoon af- 
ter was King of France, ſtayed in his County 
of Aſt, and renewed his claim to the Dutchy 
of Milan, poſleſt by the uſurper Ludovuick 
Sforz4 the murtherer of his two nephews. As 


long as Zudouick kept good intelligence with 
rhe 
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the King, Lewis Duke of Orleans, durſt nor 
attempt any thing againſt him; Bur after thar 
Ludrvick had made himſelf one of the league 
againſt the King 3 Lewis poſſeſt himſelfe of 
Novars , a Town of the Dutchy,which pre- 
ſently was beſieged by Ludovick and recove- 
red, excepting the Caſtle.

In ſixteen yeares that Lewis reigned,he had 
Wars with Ph:l;p of Auſtria, Ferdinand King 
of Arragon, Ludovick Duke of Alan, and the 
Kings ., Naples, of the Baſtard branch of Ar 
14901, : 

1. An. 1499. Philip Arch-duke of Au- 


firia, did homage at Arras in the hands of 
« Guy de Rochford, Chancellor of Fraxce, for the 


Counties of Flanders, Artois and Charolots, 
a ſolemn ation done with great pomp, and 
many formalities.* 

2. In the years 1499.and 1500. Lewis con- 
quereth the Dutchy of 24:lan from Ludovick, 
loſerh ir by the returne of Ludourck out of 
Germany, regaines it by taking and impri- 
ſoning Ludoueck, and by the chaſe which he 
gave to his Sons Maximilian and Francis, 

3. From thence he goeth to Naples, con- 
quers it from Friderick, the laſt King of the 


Baſtard branch of Arragen, who puts him- 
{elite 
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ſclfe into the Kings hands. The King recom- 

ceth him wich the Dutchy of Arjoug a 
penſion of thirty thouſand Crowns, and the 
firſt place in the Councell. Ferdinand King 
of Arragen, iceing that baſtard branch fall- 
ed, reneweth his pretences to Naples, Lew 
compounds with him, and they ſhare the 
Kingdom. The King of Arragor hath for his 
part Calabria, & Pugtagthe reſt remains to the 
French. Burt ſoone afrer, upon ſome diffe- 
rences which aroſc between the French and 
the Spamards, forthe confines of the Coun- 
ery of Abrezzo?, and ſome vv? vat rhe 
grand Capitan Geaſalus de Cordoue,takes arms 
and expells the French, az. 1503. 

4. The Emperour Maximilian, after the 
yeare 1593. {ccing the houſe of Sforzas de- 
graded from 24:{ay,but two Sons remaining, 
threatnerh Lewis of the Imperial Ban. Lewis 
appecaſcth him, and obtaines the inveſtiture 
of the yeare 1505. and promiſeth his daugh- 
ter (laudto Charles Duke of Luxemburg,who 
fince was Empcrour. But ſoon after Lewts, 
who loved dearly Frances d' Argouleſme his 
Colin, and firſt Prince of his blood, made 
him marry Claud, by tne counſel of the great 
menot his Kingdom, notwithſtanding che 
promiſe made to Maximilian, This angred 
very much Ph:l:p Farher to Charles, . who 
would have taken a revenge of that wrong)

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had he not been prevented with death, ap. 
1506; He had married Jaze the great inhe- 
ricrix of Spazy,by whomhe had many chil- 
dren.

5. Yet Phikp before he dyed, reconciled 
himſclte with Lemzs, yea, and recommended

| Lemis accepted, and gave him Antony de Cen- 


res Lord ot Crovy, for his Governour, a wiſe 
Knight,who formed that young ſpiritto great 
buſinefles in which Charles excelled after- 
wards, 
6. An. 1507. the City of Genoawhich had 
been conquered with the Dlluchy of Milan, 
and where Lewis had made a glorious entry, 
revolted from him. Lewes paſleth into Z:aly, 
and brings her to ſubje&tion, It was at thar 
time thatFerdimand of Arragoz returning from 
his new conqueſt of Naples, ſaw Lezrs the 
XII, at Savore, a Town of the Territory of 
Genoa, In that enterview, Fer&nand who was 
then King of two little Kingdoms onely, borh 
depending from the See of Rome, refuſed al- 
wayes the honour and the precedence;which 
Lewis would give him, as it.is uſuall to do to 
ſtrangers when one is at home, even to infe- 
riours.

Az. 1508. the league of Cambray was made, 
of Pope Fule the II. the Emperour Maxime- 
Lan, Lewis King of France,and Ferdinand King 
of Arrazos, and Naples, to beat down the ar- 
rogancy of the Yenetians, who during the 
confuſions of Italy, had incroacht upon all 
their Eſtates, the patrimony of the Church, 
the Empire, Mslan, and Ngples. Whence fol- 
lowed the battel of Argnadel, which Lewes 
won of the Yeretzans, which made him ſo glo- 
rious, that the Popes and the Princes of 7taly 
grew jealous of him, Ferdinand leaveth the 
alliance of Lewis, who had reſtored unto him 
all che Towns which the Venetians held in 
the Kingdom of Naples,and made war againſt 
him, Lei wins the battel of Ravenna againſt 
the Pope and the Spaniards, 4.

By the death of the Emperour Maximil:- 
an, Charles was made poſſc{ſour of Auſlria , 
and the Emprye,being poſleſt before of the In- 
heritances of Burgumnay, Arragon, and Caftilia, 
A greatneſle which ſwelled his mind , and 
made him looſe his reſpe& to Francis. Hee 
complained that Francis had taken Claude 
from him, the eldeſt daughter of Lewis the 
XII, which was promiſt to him. Frances re» 
demanded Navarre, Naples, and the homages 
for tre Counties of Flanders and Artors,which 
Charles took to be too low for the qualicy of 
an Emperour. Charles alſo complained that the 
Dutchy of Burgundy, the Patrimony of his 
Grandmother Mary was kept from him, and 
the Dutchy of 41x belonging to the Sforzas, 
and to the Empire. 

The greatfire of War which laſted forty 
years between theſe two houſes , brake out 
upon a very flender occaſion. Rybert de la 
March Duke of Botzllon,adjudgd by the Peers 
of his Dutchy, which pretend themſelves to 
be Saveraigns, the Town of Hrerges in Ar- 

Hr dennes, 
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d eanes to the Prince of Chimay, of the houſe 
of Cyou!, againſt the Lord  Eſmertes3 to 
wh om the Empcrour gavea writof relief, 
alrnough Robert pretended the judgement of 
his Peeres tobe Soveraign. Robert incenſed a- 
gainſt the Emperonr , made his addrefle to 
Francis the T, and offered him his ſervice, 


The King received him courtcouſly, yet for-: 


bad his ſubjects ro affilt him, not willing to 
break with the Emperour, But Robert,proud 
to have the protetion of Fraxce, denounceth 
Warre to the Emperour, who was then at 
ormes to pacific the troubles rifing in Germ 
zy about Luther , and autcmpts to ſurpriſe 
{ome placcs in Laxemburg, Bur the Emperoyt 

reſently f{cizerh upon the Eſtate of that lit- 
tle Prince, and conſtrains him to ask him par- 
don; reproaching Fraxcis in an odious man- 
ner for receiving his rebellious ſubject. About 
the ſame time, Francis upon the 1nexccutloti 
of the Treaty of Noyen ( Charles refuling to 
make reſtitution, of Navarra to Henyy d' Al 
tret ) cook the quarrell of that diſpoſſſſed 
Prince, and {ent Anarew de Foix, Loyd de Ef: 
parre, brother to Monſieur de Lautre into Nt 
varra, Where the French did ſome exploit at 
the firſt, but were ſoon repelled by the Spas 
niards. Charles taketh rhat enterpriſe for atl 
intra&tion of the peace between the two how 
ies, though it was but a ſuccour given toa

confederate of France,toprofecute his rights. 
He makes great preparatives of war , makes 
Leo the X, break w** France, &.joyn with him 
promiting that after the Conqu..it of Molar , 
he would give ro the Church che Townes of 
Parma and Placentia,racmbers of that Dutchy, 
ro which the Popes had ſome oldpretence. 
Such was the origihe ofthe firft Var be- 
rween Fraxcis and (hbarles, an. 15 21. The 
frlt three or four yearcs there were great ex- 
ploirs in Champagne, in Navarra, un Provence , 
and in the Dutchy of Mz/az. In Treraſche the 
Emperour took Mozzon, and befieged Mezte- 
res, which Ann de Mommorency , who fince 
was Conftable of France,and Cheualier Bayard 
defended bravely. And Erarcrs took Bapaume 
and Landrecy from:the Emperour , wh gave 
him the Chaſe, 

In Navarra the French had advanced but 
listle in the years x519.and1529. But in 
the year 1521, the 4dmirall of Bonnrvuet be- 
ſieged Fortarabre and took it, and made Moz- 
few du Eude, Governour of the ſame, who 
being beſteged a whole year by the Spant- 
ards, defended it with great valour » till / 
Palifſe fince Marſhall of France made them 
forlake rhe Siege. But Frauget an old Captain 
being made Governour inſtead of Lude,he de- 
livered it bafely to the Spaniards, for which 
he was degraded of Notzlity. Wirth this the 
French loſt'all Navarra, and never came into 
it ſince, L 4 For

. For Mslan, Francis having given the Go- 
vernment of it tothe Conſtable Charles de 


Bourbon, he removed him and gave it to Lau- 
tree, of the houſe of Forx, a great Captain in 
the field, but an ill Politician in a State. Hee 
ſo miſuſed che people of Mzlaz, both by him- 
ſelf and by his brother the Marſhall de Leſ. 
can, and together was fo ill afhſted with mo- 
ney from the Court, that the Emperour had 
an cafie entry into the Country. Mzlaz is ta- 
ken,and plundered by the league of the Pope 
and the Emperour; and the French expel- 
led out of the Dutchy. At which they lay, 
that the Pope died for joy,4z.1621.Soonafter 
the battell of [a Brcoque was fought,which the 
French loſt by the ſtubborneſle , rhe Switzers, 
Lautree being returnd into Francegthe Admiral 
ae Ronntuet was {ent to Mzlan, where hee did 
no better, and was forced to forſake all. In 
that retreat Chevaliey Bayard was killed, ay, 
1523. Theſe proſperities of the Emperour 
were much helpt,by. the revolt of the Gonſta- 
ble of Bourbon, 1523, who was incenſcd by 

the little account that Frances made of him , 
the incroaching of the Duke of Alanſoz, and 
the Marſhall of Boxivet upon his Office of 
Gunſtable, by the Kings favour the hatred of 

[,-<;/- the Kings mother , and the Chancel- 

:our du Prat againſt himz and the ſmall 

'uſtice which hee expected in a ſuit which 
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concerned almoſt his whole Eſtate. . Bein 
turned to the Emperours party , he helped 
him to conquer Mlaz., and to give the chaſe 
to the Admiral of Boxruet 5 paſt into Provence 
with the Imperiall Army,beſieged Marſeille , 
where he 1s repulſed by Renſo de Cera a Ro- 
man Baron, and Philip de Chabot thar kept it 
for the King. He repaſſeth the Alpes, and the - 
King after him, who comming to M:lan, re- 
covereth preſently the whole Purchy » Paws 
only accepted. 

While Francis is beſieging Pavia defen- 
ded by Antonio de Leua , Charles de Bourbon 
bringsTroops out of Germazy to relieve it. The 
battell of Pavra is fought, where the victory 
being alrcady onthe Kings fide,he would fol- 
low 1n perſon the Enemy which was retiring, 
and had no ſooner overtaken them , but hee 
was taken by them, ar. 1524. upon Saint 
Mathzas day.Francts having been kept a while 
in the Caſtle of P;ſizztur, is carried into 
Spain, and there kept Priſoner, His Kingdom 
labours for his deliverance & for peace, This 
brought forth the Treaty of Madrid, an.15 25, 
where Gatinara Chancellour to the Empe- 
rour, and John de Selua firſt Preſident of Pars, 
who were the two learned among the Depu- 
ties, diſputed at ſeverall times the rights of

t. The King 1s delivered ont of priſon, gi- 
ving his two Sons for Oftages , the Dolphrz 
Francis, and Henry Duke of Orleans 4 goeth 
t0 Bayorine and Bordeanx, ſtayeth at Angos- 
leſme and Cognac, accompanied with Charles 
de Lanoy, Viceroy of Naples, to be preſent at 
the execution of the Treaty. But that Vice- 
roy ſaw inſhort time three aCtions repugnant 
unto it, | 

t. The firſt chat the King having cauſcd 
the Articles to be read in preſence of the 
States of his Kingdom, they rold him that 
they were unjuſt, contrary to the fundamen- 
tall Lawes of the State ; and that he was not 
obliged to obſerve them, although rhe King 
did proteſt of his willingneſſe to {ce them ob- 
ſerved. 

Two things made theſe Articles unjuſt ; 

x. The right of Nations, whereby all Trearies 
made by one kept in prifon, are accounted 


void as cxtorted by violence, 2, The funda» 
men- 
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mentall Lawes of the State, by which the 
King is alwayes a Mzzor, as for the alienation 
of the royal patrimony. 

The ſecond oppoſition to the Treaty in the 
preſence of the Viceroy of Naples, was that 
the Deputies of the Dutchy of Burgundy pro- 
teſted before the King, that he could not alie. 
nate them without their conſent, and refuſed 
to ſubmit themſelves to the Emperour, 

* Thehird, That he ſaw a league made at 
Cognac,for the expelling of the Emperour out 
of 1taly. 

The Emperour having made himſelfe for- 
midable:ro all Princes, to the /talzans eſpeci- 
ally,and going about to deveſt Franceſco Sfor- 
za from Milan, which he had conferred upon 
him afterthe battel of Paves, the Pope Gt. 
ment the VIE King Francs, the Venetzans, the 
Switzers,the Florenitnes, make a _ whacty 
was called the Sacred league, to deliver Italy 
from oppreſſion, without naming the Empe- 
rour,who alloin a ſcorn was invited to make 
one 1n it, upon condition that he ſhould re- 
ſtore the two Sons of France, ſuffer the Duke 
Sforza to live 1n peace,and give over the ſiege 
of the Caſtle of M:lay. By that league the 
War was to be maintained with common 
charges. And becauſe the Italian Princes 
might be afraid of the power of the French 
in Italy, no leſſe then of that of the Empe- 
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rour; King Francis was to renounce his right 
co the Dutchy of Mzlax in favour of 8forza, 
for a penſion which ſhould be arbitrated by 
the Pope and the Yeretians, not under fifty 
thouſand Ducats. That the Qounty of Aft 
ſpþould remaine to the King, with the Sove- 
raignty of Gezoa, under the Government of 
Amxtomod' Adorzxar, with the title of Duke, 
if he would ſubſcribe to that league. The 
Kingdom of Naples was to be put into the 
Popes hands, he paying for it ſixty thouſand 
Ducats of yearly x2 Se That league was 
publiſhr and proclaimed at Cognac, in pre- 
ſence of Lan, to whom the King made ex- 
cuſes for the inexecution of the Treaty of 
Madria, ſhewing how he was diſabled and 
declared Mzzor by the State, 

3. Lanoy being returned into Spain, pre- 
ſently the War of the league begins in ltaly, 
at Milan, at Rome, and at Naples. At AMilans 
the Duke of Bowrbon Generall of the impert- 
al Army, beſieged Frances Sforzs, 'whom the 
league hadtaken in her proteQion, Sforzs 
is conſtrained to ſurrender the Caſtle and re- 
tire into the Army of the league, the-Gene- 
rall whereof was Franceſco Maria, Duke of 
{rbin. The Duke of Bourbon having taken 
Milan, goeth ſtraight to Rome, takes it, andis 
killed in the aſſault, The Cardinalls are im- 
priſoned and ranſomed. R 

t 
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Art the ſame time Laxtree was at Naples 


_ withan Army, and laid a ftraitfiege to ir by 
Land. And efrndrew Doria with the Gallics 
of France beſieged it by Sea. Yea, he won a 
bactel by Sea, in which HMoncado Viceroy of 
Naples was flaine. But being ill ſatisfied -of 
King Francis, who denyed him the ranſom: 
of Priſoners, and uſed him with contempr, 
he turned to the Empcrour, and relieved Na- 
les with vicualls by $ca. And Lawtree Pre- 
ently afrer ha prongs dic, the French loſt 
all in 1zaly, and the Emperour ſettled him- 
felfe in it with more power. He reſtored the 
Dutchy of 'Aflan to 8forz4, and made him 
marry his necce Chrittna, daughter, to rhe 
King of Denmark. Yet he cur off from that 
Dutchy the Commonwealth of Genoa, which 
wasmade Soveraign at the requeſt of Andrew 
Portis, He confermed allo Parma and Places- 
tia ro the Popes. 
4. While this War was 1n Italy, King Fran- 
cis made a league with Hepry the VIII. of 
England, and borh declared W ir againft rhe 
Emperour, who having ſaid tothe Herald of 
France, that his Maſter was not in a conditi- 
on to declare Warre againſt him, till he had 
difingaged his faith and fulfilled his promi- 
fes, which #f he repenred of, that he ſhould 
return into-priſon to make a new Treaty. 
King Frances exalperated with theſe words,

declared 1n preſence of all the Court, that he 
would ſatishic che Emperour by a Ducl, and 
ſent him a challenge, ſaying, rhat the Em- 
perour lied, if he faid that he had broken 
n1s word, The Emperour, though he made 
a ſhew to anſwer the challenge, kept himſelf 
{tl ro tus anſwer, that King Frazces was not 
in a condition torequire ſattsfation of him, 
till he had diſcharged his promiſe. So all 
theſe threatnings vaniſhrt into ſmoak. 

5. While theſe Princes were thus con- 
tending, two great Princeſſes, Lowſe the 
Kings Mother, and Margaret the Emperours 
Aunt, were labouring tor anaccommodati- 
on. By their meancs the Treaty of Cambray 
was made, wich therefore was called the 
Treaty of Laazes,it was in the year 1529,By 
that Treaty a marriage was concluded be- 


eween King Fraucis and Eleanor the Empe- 
rours fiſter, widow to the King of Portugal; 
and it was agreed that King Francs ſhould 


pay twomillions of Gold for the ranſome of 
his Sons. And that he ſhould daſclaim all has 
rights rothe Countics of Flanders and Artors, 
and tothe Dutchy of Mela, and (as ſome 
adde )ro whole /taly, which is like enough, 
fince the Treaty of Cambray changed nothung 
in that of Madrid, bur that there was no 
mention of the Dutchy of Burgundy.

By the Treaty of Cambray, War ceaſed be. 
tween theſe two Princes, = not the jealou- 
fics and hatred : Yetthey kept peace till the 
year 1533. when Aſerulle an Italian Gentle- 
man, the Kings ſervant, was condemned and 
executed at Milan, becauſe ſome ot his ler- 
vants had killed a man. Bur the ſecret and 
true reaſon was,that the Emperour had com- 
plained to Duke Sforza, that this Meruille 
was at Milan as a Spy tor the French, which 
was true 3 yea he was a {ſecret Embaſſadour, 
and Sforzg had deſired that he ſhould not 0. 
penly take the title of Embaſſadour, for fear 
of offending the Emperour. That murther 
of Merulle broke the peace for the King ta- 


king Armes to chaſtiſe Sforzs, the Emperour . 


alſo took arms ro defend him. It was at that 
time that King Fraxces inſtituted a new form 
of Militia, which was called Legtonary. 
| The Emperour alſo was incenſed by the 
alliance which the King had made with the 
German Princes oe: Tow ( though perhaps 
that name was not yet in faſhion) who being 


perſecuted by the Emperour for their Religi- 
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on had their refuge to the French King , as 
the antient confederate of the. Princes of Gey- 
many, for the detence of the Rights and Liber- 
ties of the Empire, Thele Princes were the 
Duke of Saxoxy, the Palatine, the Duke of Ba- 
wer, the Duke of Wertenberg, the Lantgrave of 
Heſſe. Yea, he lent a hundred thouſand 
Crowns to the Duke of Yirtenberg, who en- 
gaged ro him the County of 40»thehard. Bur 
that engagemcnt was {imulate, and Francs 
did very willingly affiſt the Enemics of 


\ Charles. Theſe were the morives andoccaſi- 


ons of this VVar. Of which, theſe were the 
chick paſlages. 

I, F74i:cris tO paſle to Milan , demands of 
Charles Duke of $atoy, paſſage through his 
Country. The Duke denics it by the inſtiga- 
tion of Beatrix of Po;tugal his wite, fiſter in 
law to the.Empcror, & very partial for him, 
That deniall coſt the Deke the loſſe of all his 
Lands , both of Satoy and Fremont, which 
the King rook, and kept them nll the Treaty 
of Chafteau in Camtrejis, an. 1559, Thepre» 
tence of that invaſion was the right which 
Francis pretended in theſe States from: his 


Mother Lowiſe of Satoy. A little before that 


invaſion, the Emperour ſeeing thaf thick 
cloud threatming lan, himiclt rerurnin 
from Tus witha weary and broken, Army, 
lends to the K, propoſitions of peace, & m_ 
ait 
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fair words. Yer he ſtood {o ſtiffcly upon the 
Treaties before, very advantayecous tor him, 
that the King would not hearken to him,per- 
ceiving that ne would only protraGt the time 
till he had recrewred his Army,Betides Fra#- 
c1s Sforzabeing dead withour children , at 
the ſame rime che Emperour had ſeized upon 
the Dutrchy of Afrlan, Andit was reported, 
that he intended ro beſtow 4r-upon a Sonne of 
Portugal, his wives brother. For theſe reaſons 
thele rwo. Princes fall ro action. The Kin 
conquereth S4.0y and Premont and the Empe- 
rour fortifies lumſelt at Mela. 

2. TheEmpcrour yaſſcth into 7taly , 'viſirs 
the Popes Paul Han. 1536, and in preſence 
of the Conclawey inveigns againſt Frances, rela- 
ting all thar.palt between them ever fince 
they came ro tnctr.Stares, reproaching him 
elpecially for. joining with the Princes: of 
contrary Religion in Germany : And vffererh 
. three conditions to the King to chooſe which 
he would, The firſt was to give rhe Dutchy 
of Milan to the Kings third Son , the Duke of 
eAnzgouleſme , not willing togive ir cirher to 


the Dolph:, or to the Duke of Orleazs, tor feat 
(1atd he)otgiving jealouſic ro rhe Iralian 
Princes, it perſons {o near the Crown grew 
fo powerfull in 7taly , eſpecially rhe Duke of 
O-teatis, who had larely marricd Catherrze & 
Meoditrs, which had ſome pretences upon 
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Florence and #rbin, It the King accepted ther 
condition, he deſired ro know what aſſiſtance 
he would give him againſt the Turk and che 
Heretique*.The Emperours ſecond offer was, 
ro fight a Duell with the King , either upon 
the Land or ina Boat, Thar he left to the 
King the choice of the Armes; That the van- 
quithed ſhould give all his forces tofecure 
the fitting of a Council, and to make War a- 
gainſt the Heretiques and Infidells, That the 
King ſhould depofire the Dutchy of Burgur- 
ay, and himſclf that of Melaz to be the price 
ot the Victory, The third offer was, that if 
the King refuſed theſe two conditions, he de- 

clared mortalF War unto him, t11ll one of the 

two was made the pooreſt gentleman of his 


Kingdom. The King purged himſelf to the 


Pope by le: ters of all che Emperours accuſa- 
tions, 

The Wargrows hot in P:emort, an. 1536. 
Many exploits are done , F:ſ[az is beſieged by 
Antoro de Leua for rhe Emperour,and taken, 
The Marquis of Saaers leaves the Kings {er 
vice and turns tathe Emperour , who enters 
into Provezce, and beficgeth Marſeille, but in 
vaiff, being defended by the Kings preſence , 
and by the generoſity of An de Montmorepcy, 
who {ince was Conſtable of France. The Em- 
perour is beaten out of Provence. Ar the ſame 


time the Count of Naſſau makes ſome Ca 
M 2 pioiry 
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ploits in Prcardy for the Emperyur , takes 
Guiſe, befiegeth Peronze, bur 1s repulſed. 

4. Jean apell the Kings Atturney General, 
moverth the Parliament that a proces be made 
againſt Charzes as Felon, and Traitor againſt 
his *ovcraizn, of whom he betd rhe Counties 
of Flayders, Artors, and Charolors, in tee, The 
Court of Pecrs hcreupon aſſembled decree , 
that Cha-les ſhould be cited with fourd of 
Trumpet, upon the frontier of his States, to 
appear beforc them. And he not appcaring , 
he was condemned, and his Domintons dc- 
pending from the Crown were confilcatcd. 
Preſently altcr, the King rooke many places

An, 1538. the Pope Paxl the ITT. comes to 
Nice, whereboth the Emperour and tl:e King 
met allo; tt.c Pope communing ſeparately 
withcach of them, for hee could not obtaine 
of them that rhcy ſhould fec one anothcr. Yet 
ricy concluded a truce for ten ycars, That 
meeting being ended, the King returncs into 
France, the Emperour into Spaiy, but ſecth 
tac King by the way at Acqueſmortes 3 Tiicy 
confirme tlie truce, aind are civill one 2o a- 
noir, Shortly after, the City of Ghent being 
revolied , and having killed their Magt- 
ſtrates, Charles defireth Francs to give hum 
paſſage rhrough his Lands, which the King 
graced him. 4n chat paſſage the Empcrour

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received all*the' royall honours, The King 
went to meet h1m ar Chaſtelleraut. In that en- 
tcrview the Emperour gave th. King ſome

6, An, 1641.the King ſent Amntory Rincot, a 
Spaniard thar had raken ſan&uary in France, 
ro the Turk,and Ceſar Fregoſa to thc Venettars. 
Borh were (lain upon the River of Po, going 
to Venice by Boar. ſhis murder was done 
by the order of the Marqueſs du Guaſt Gover- 
nour of Mzlan, who hoped thereby to ger 
their Papers and Inſtructions, but they tad 
been ſent ro Vemce another way, The Mar- 
queſs was accuſed and convicted of the fact 


. by thole thar executed it, who were taken at 


Vexace. Upon this the King breaks the truce 
of rens years.

In P:emoit, after many cxploirs on both 
ſides,the famous batrel of (*r:ſoles was fought 
an, 1544. and won by the French,the French 
Generall being the Duke of Azgazer, the Spa- 
nard, the Margquefs du Guat, - . 

Ar this time Ferdinand King of the Ro- 
mans,brother to (hayles che Emperour, being 
. ſore preſtby the Turk in Hungary, ſends a 
Dominican Fryer, his Confcſſor to Charles to 
exhort him to peace 3 Charles is per{waded 
ro it, and Frazcrs allo. Their Deputies meet 
at St. John des Vagnes, inthe Suburbs of Sorſſons, 
and begin a Treaty which ſoon after was 
concluded at Creſpy in Vakis, of which theſe 
were the chicte conditions. 

That Charles Duke of 0rlears, the Kings ſe- 
cond Son, ſhould marry the Emperours 
- Daughter, or that of Ferd:1444d King of the 
Romans, at the Emperours choice within 
fix yeares3 and for her portion, that the Em- 
pane ſhould inveſt the ſaid Duke with the

- That both che Emperour and the King 
ſhould reſtore all that rhey had raken the one 


from the other, ſince the truce made at Nice 


by che Popes mediation. This Treaty beares 
date of O#e4, 18, 1544. and was executed, 
bur the King reſtored many more places then 
the Emperour, 


Paragraphe VI. 


From the Treaty of Creſpy 1 5441 to that of 
Chaſteau ez Cambrelitis, az. 1559. 


Fraz.cis out-lived three years the Treaty of 
Creſpy, all which time he had no War with 
Charles, who had retired himfelf to Bruxelles. 
Francis being dead, his Son Hepry the IL. fuc- 
cceded him, whoalſo had no War with the 
Emperour till the year 1559. Two accidents 
made the old jealoufic ro break into open 


# M 4 x. The 
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1, The Pope, Paul the III. had inveſtcd his 
Baſtard, Peter Lewis Farneſio, with the Towns 
of Parma and Placentia, which the Emperoug 
had yieled to the Church upon the claime of 
Leo the X. without much examining the 
Popes right, onely becaulc it had been 4 C0- 
venanted when the Pope and the Emperour 
united themlelves ro expell the French out of 
Italy, az. 1521. That invcſtiture troubled 
Charles afterwards, who pretended , cither 
that theſe Towns ſhould remaine united to 
the patrimony of the Chufch, or that in calc 
of alienation they ſhould return to the Dut- 
chy of Afilan, Now this Peter Lewrs, Farne- 
ſfio, hawing made himſclfe odious rochis {ub- 
jets, by his cruelty and 1mpudicity, was 
{lain by the people of Placentia,who put them- 
ſelves under the Emperours protection. Ac 
the ſame time Paul the [TI, being dead, Jules 
the ITI, that ſucceeded him, maintained. at 
the firſt OFayio, Son to Petey Lewts, in the in- 


veſtiture of Parma and Placentia. But ſoon af- | 


ter repenting of that donation which he ſaw 
to be difpleaſing to the Colledge of Cardi- 
nals, joyned with the Emperour for the di{- 
poſſeſſing of O#au10,who put himſelf in Hezry 
rhe II, bis protection; and that King power- 
fully aſſiſted him both againſt the Pope and 
the Emperour, and was at ſuch odds with 
the Pope, as to prohibit the bringing of any 

mo- 
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money out of France to Rome. At which the 
Pope amazed, dcfired peace of the Kigg, and 
dcetiſted ro oppoſe OHavo, yea and cauted the 
Empcrour to reſtore Place::tia to Ofai io, fince 
which time 0#zatro and his ſucccfiours have 


| cn joyed Parma and Placentia. At rhe {ame rime 


the King protected alſo rhe Prince of Mirar-e 


dela, whom the Pope would opprefle. 


Before that time, a. 1545. the Emperour 
got a great victory over the Proteſtant Prin- 
ce: of Gcrmany. Their two chicte men, Fri= 
der1ck Elefor of Saxoiy, and Philip Lartgrate 
of Hiſſe were taken priſoners. Whereby the 
Protcſtant party was ſo humbled, thar in the 
year 1550, they implored the help of Henry 
the II, of France, who paſt into Germany to 
rc}ieve them. 

The Conſtable of Montmorency in his way 
ſeized upon the Towncs of Merz, Toul, and 
Verduz , upon the Rights which we have ſect 
down'in thethird Cnaptcr. That enterpize of 
Heiry in favour of the Proteſtants, made the 
Emperour conclude a peace with them in 
haſle. So that the King being come to Stras- 
turg, was deſired by them to return, becauſe 
they were agreed with the Emperour. Retur- 
nivg from Germany, oy many Towns in 
Lutzenburg, Rochemars, Daxuillers, Iuoy, Bo- 
wilon. And the Emperour towards the end 


of the year 1551, bcficgerh AJetz, fo "_ 
e- 
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defended by Fraxcis Duke of Guiſe, that the 
fiege ws raiſed the firſt day of the year 15 52 
Terrouvenne is taken and razed by the Empe- 
rour, 

The people of Sena fearing leſt that Coſ- 
mo de Medicis, Duke of Florence, ſhould make 
himſelf Maſter of cheir Common wealth, had 
pur themſelves into the Emperours hands ho- 
ping that he would bring them in their liber- 
ry. Bur ſceing that he would bring them un- 
yi the ſubjeRion of Coſmo, they called Hepry 
the 1I, totheir help, who gave them Blaiſe de 
Montlue for their Governour, who ſince was 
Marſhal of France 3 in his Commentarics he 
harh deſcribed how that City was beſieged. 


But in the end they were forced to ſubmit ro 


the Florenttie, 
In the year 1555. the Emperour Charles 


reſigned the Imperial Crown to his brother 
F ka. xt” and all his other Eſtates to his Son 
Philip the TI. A Treaty of Peace betweene 
Hemry and Philip,awas moved near Ardyes,and 
perfe&ted near Cambray, an. 1556. for ten 
ycares, and ſworne by the two Kings Feb. 6. 

Bur preſently after the death of Fule the 
II. 695 the Pontificat of Marcel the IT. which 
laſted but rwo and twenty dayes, the peacc 
was broken upon the EleCtion of Pau{the IV, 
a Ncapolitan of the houſe of Careffa, allied 


to that of Metpha, which had alwayes been of 
the 
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the French faction, and was odious to the 
Spaniards, who uſed all their power ® hin- 
der his ele&on 5 And when in ſpite of them 
he was cle&ted , they raiſed rwo powertull 
Familics of Reme againſt him , the Culumna's 
and the Yitells's, who rcvelted againſt the 
Pope, bcing affiſted by Philip. The King 
{cnds help to the Pope , fo the Truce is bro- 
ken. Many exploits of Arms were done a- 
bout Reme. But, Ofeb. 14. 1557, the Pope 
and the Spaniard agreed, and Hezry called his 
Army back. 

Bur at the ſame time Phil;p having marri- 
ed Queen Mary of England, made tis wife 
declare War to Henryby a Heraltof Arms , 
who ſpoke to the King himſclf art Retms . 
whence tollowed many various effects of 
war in P:cardie and Champagze , till the me- 
morable barrel] of Sarz4 Gurntin: loſt by the 
French, an. 1557. where the Conſtable was 
taken. Burt Frances Duke of Guiſe , newly re- 
turned from Ttaly, revived the ſad condition 
of France by the taking of Calais, Guires ,

| Thetwo Armies of theſe two Princes be- 
ing both in ſight one of another in Picardy , 
near the River of Samme, the Conftable of 
France and the Marſhall Saint Andrew , both 
Priſoners of the Spaniard , the Popes Nuntto

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and Chriſtina Dowager of Lorratn, Colen-ger= 
man w Philip, manage a peace which was 
concluded ar Chaſteau in Cambyreſis,) in Febru- 
ary 1559. By the firſt Article of that Treaty 
the French King was to execute religiouſly 
all rhe Treaties made between Charles the V, 
and Francis the I. ( whereby they underſtood 
the ceſſions made of Naples, Milan, Flanders ,

From the peace of Chaſteau i» Cambreſis , 
I559. to the death of the Duke of

There was no open war between the two 
Grownes all that time which comprehends 
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the reign of Fraxcts the II, Charles the IX, and 
great part of that of Hezry the III, Burby the 
vertue of that Queez of peace , the Union was 
ſo great,-thar che troubles of Religion being 
riſen in France, Philip aſſiſted the French 
Kings with his Armes. 


4.zder Francis the II. 

In this reign of ninteen months, the Hiſto- 
ry obſerveth two notable things, which are 
much for our purpoſe. 

I, The State of Frayce bcing in trouble at 
the entry of this reign, by the great favour of 
the Guiſes, Unkles to Queen Mary of Scot- 
la,d,wife to Francis the II,and by the Queen- 
mother Catherine de Medicts , who took the 
Regency of the Kingdome to the prejudice of 
Aniony of Bourbon, King of Natayra, and firſt 
Prince of the blood of Fraxce after the Kings 
brothcrs, who being kept low , and all the 
houſe of Bourboy with'hun ſeemed to threa- 
ten France of a Civil War. Philip the II con« 
ldcring that State of France, ſent ro Francis 
the IT a letter which was read in the Coun- 
cc11, whereby he ſaid, that he had heard how 
lome great men of France being ill ſatisfied of 
the Government eſtabliſht by him , his bro- 
ther in law Fra-cis, threatned his Stare of a 


Civill War. That he Philip was ready to 1m- 
ploy 
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ploy all his Forces, and his life, to make him 
obeyed as his good confederate and neigh- 
bour, remembring the good inſtructions, and 
the holy education which his Father Charles 
the V, had received from Lenrs the XII , his 
Guardian. 
2. The houſe of Bourboz, being degraded 
from the rank it ought to have had in the 
Courr, Antony King of Nacarra retired into 
Beary; and when the Cardinal of Bowrhon,and 
' the Prixce de la Roche ſur Ton, conducted the 
Queen of Sparr to her nusband, he bore them 
company. Now becauſe by the Treaty of 
marriage, that Princeſlc was to be delivered 
to Philp upon the frontiers of Spaiy , the 
Duke de I In{antaſqus, and the Cardinall of 
Bargos came to receive her in the Abbey of 
Rygmeevaux, which was in Navarra. There 
King Atozy proteſted that the Queen was 
not delivered upon the frontires of Spazn, but 
in the heart of his own Kjngdom , taat none 
ſhould believe hereatrer that Roucevaux did 
belong to the King of Spazr. 


#niler Cnarles the IX, 


All this rcign paſt among civill confuſions 
abour Religion, and ſcarce any diſpute was 
berween the two Crowns, ' Yea Ph:lip fur- 
mihe Charles many timcs with Forces to ſub- 
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due his Proteſtant ſubje&s. Only theſe things 
are to be remembred tor our purpole. 

1, Afrer the firſt peace with the, Prote- 
ſtants, ax. 1564, Charles made a progreſs a- 
bout his Kingdom, and ſaw his tiſter E::24- 
beth Qyeen of Spain at Bayonne. There the 
Queen-mother had an earneſt and ſecret con- 
ference with the Duke of A144. Ir is thought 
they agreed about a mutuall aſſiſtance be- 
tween the two Crowns, againſt the Prote= 
ſtarts of France and Netherlandsz for in that 
year 1565. they began to ſtir in thoſe Domii» 
nions of the Spaniard. Ph:l:;p aſſiſted Charles 
with ſome Troops, which kindneſs Charles 
could not return, the fire being kindled in all 
the parts of his Kingdom. | 

2. An. 1566, two things were near to 
have made a breach between the two States. 
Beitrand de Montlue, whom his Father in his 
Commentaries calleth, Captaine Peyyor, Tee- 
ing peace in Fraxce,undertakes to make ſome 
conqueſt upon the Sea, comes ro the Iſle of 
Madera, fubje& to Portugal, and deliring to 
rake water, 15 repulſed with Canon-ſhot, up- 
on which he makes a deſcent into the Iland 
with ſtrong hand, beliegeth the Town, takes 
it, bur 1s {lain in that exploit. A_ complaint 
is made of this to Phzlzp, as Uncle to the King 
of Portugal, as an infraction of the Treaty, 
in which Portwoal was comprehended. Phikp 

n- 
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incenſerth Charles againſt his own ſubjects a- 

bout this,burt the Admiral appeaſeth Charles, 

thewing that it was but a miſ-underſtanding 
_ among private perſons. 

Another buſineſſc of that nature was that 
of Gourgues, Domtarque de Gourgues was 4a 
Captain of Gaſcony, who in the VWars of /ta- 
ly had been taken by the Spaniards, and 1ll u- 
[ed in priion. To be avenged of rhem, he 
went to Florida in the Welt-Indies, beficged 
the Fort which the Spaniards kept there, 
takes it by force, kiils or hangs all the Soul- 
dicrs, then recturnes into France. Of this, Phz- 
{ip makes high complaint unto Charles, and 
Gourgues was in gieat danger of his life 3 but 
he was protc&ed by the Admirall of Chaſtzl- 
lon, a Proteſtant, and an enemy to the Spa- 
niards. He repreſented unto the King, tat 
it was an Ad of private revenge. Allo, that 
a little before Melander, a Spaniſh Captaine, 
had expelled out of the ſame Fort in Florzda, 


John Rebaut of Diepe, with five hundred 


French-men, whom he had killed or hanged 
every man with This inſcriprion. 


Not as to French-men, but as to Lutherars. 


The wileſt French Hiſtorians affirm, and fo 
did Grgues himiclte ; That not any private 
revenge, but the dc lirc tro puniſh that horrible

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tfeachery and murther upon his Country. 
men, made him undertake and atchieve that 
high entcrprile, 

An. 1570. Charles martied El:zabeth daugh- 
ter tothe Empcrour Maximilian , a veriu- 
ous Princeſs, much beloved of her Husband. 
Shortly after Php married another daugh- 
ter of the lame Emperour. This double af- 
fiaity did confirm the friendſhip berwixt the 
two Crowns.

Henry the III. returning out of Poland, an. 
1 574.paſſeth through Yreana,where he is wel 
reccived by the Emperour Maximilian, al- 
taough one of hus Sons had been Hepries com- 
———_ for the Crown of Poland. Yea, the 

mpcrour gave him whollome counſels for 
leinlivg peace 1Þ his State, 

An. 1577. The Proteſtants of Netherlands 
being oppreſt by the Spaniard, and little hel- 
ped by Hatthias brother ro rhe Emperour 
Rodolphas, whom both Papiſts and Proteſtants 
had choſen for the expuliion of the Spaniard, 
the States of thofe Provinces called Fraxcers 
Duke of Alazſor, the French Kings brother, 


' whoin his way thither, made himſclte Va - 


ſer of the City of Cambrayz but being Ul u- 
ſed by the Dutch, he returned home with- 
N ollg 
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outdoing any thing. But im the yeare 1583. 
| ecame againe with the title of Duke of 
Bratart, and Count of Flanders, but he made 
no long ſtay there, having made a malicious 
attempt upon + 5 fear other Towns ; 
'and returning full of ſhame, he dyed at Cha- 
fteau Thierry, an, 1584. Thele enterpriſes of 
che Duke of 4laxfon, bred great jealoufies 
berween the two Crowns, and were taken 
fora breach of the peace, VWherfore alſo phz> 
hp aſſiſted the League of France againſt the 
Royal houſe with great cagernefſe; 

An, 1579. Sebaſi1an King of Portugal being 
dead in Africa, Philep King of Sparz got the 
Kingdom, az. 1580, Among his Competitors 
was Antony baſtard of Lewes, Prince Con- 
ſtable of Poyrugal, but pretending himſelfe a 
lawſull Son, as legitimared by the Pope Az- 
rony, expelled by Phrlrp, retired into England, 
where finding no countenance he paſſerh in-: 
to France, agrceth with Katherine the Queen- 
n.other, who ( as Tiſhewed in the third Chap: 
tcr) had great prerences to 'the Crown of 
Portuzal3 and for ſome Lands in Portugal 
which te promiſeth her, the gives him helpe, 
and raitcrh an Army of French-men under 
Peter $t162.44. They go to the Terceras, where 
ſome Iands h«1d for Antozy, where they had 
very 11] tucceſs. Thar enterpriſe exaſperated 
 Phlitipvery much, fo that he was one of the 
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firſt chat ſigned the League. Some thiak it 
began at the death of the Duke of Alanſon, 
when none remained of all the houſe of Ya. 
lors but Henry the IHI, who had no Children, 
and was not like tohave any z and the houſe 
of Bourbon ( {aving onely the old Cardinall of 
Bourbon ) was Proteſtant or favourer of Pro- 
reſtants, This encouraged the Spaniard to 
trouble the State of France, and the houſe 

of Guiſe to ſet up for themſelves, under pre- 

rence of zeal of Religion.

Before the Duke of Parma cayne into 
Fraxce, he propounded two conditions to the 
Duke du Matre 3 the one, that he ſhould put 
the Town of, La Fere into his hands,which he 
did, and the.Parmezaz put a Garriſon in it of 
jour hundred Spaniards. The other, that he 
ould preſs the aſſembly of the States of rhe 
League ,, to declare the Infants Queen of 
France. Du ' maine promiſt him to move the 
Aſſembly.abour it, and gave him' hope that 
King Rþ:;pſhauld be contented, 
ln Janpery, 1593. was.the opening of the 
States 5 & League,\ phere the Duke of Feria 
xtraordinary E aſlador of Spary, declared 
his Maſters zeal for the defence. of Relegron, 
defired them to,chuſe a Catholique King, 
and to preſerye unto the /fanta of Spain, the 
right ſhe had to the Crown of Fraxce, Upon 
which that famous one or ſentenge was gt- 
ven by the Parliament for the maintaining of 
the Saligue Law.

But Perer Liberta kept it in the obedt- 
ence of his Sovcrain Henry,and killed Caſaut 
with his own hand. 

The ſame year Albert Cardinall of Auſtria, 
Governour of Netherlands, takes Calais and 
Ardres, and Herry retakes la Fere, He makes 
alliance with Queen El:zabeth of England 
with thie States of Holla,d,and with thePrin» 
ces of Germayy. » 

In the year t; 97. Ferdinand Teil a Spanith 
Captain, ſurpriſerh 4mrers , which ſuddenly ' 
is retaken by Henry. Cardinal Albert in vain 
attempted to relieve it, 0 4.29 

The year before, the Cardinal of Mears, 


-who {ince was Leo the XI.' being in Frazce to 
procure the execution of the Articles promiſt 
.* by the King when he received his ablotution 
trom the Pope, had been preparinghis mind 
rowardsa peace with Phil:zp'rhe IL. who. {ec- 


ing himſelf very old and drooping 40!the 
grave, ſought to have his Domintons peace- 
able to his Son , who was but weak in body 
and mind. Hepry al{g deſired to give peace to 
his ſubjects, tired and' exhauſted with cont1- 
nuall Wars forty yeares rogether. So that 
Cardinall with the Generall of the Franciſ- 
cans, BonaUenture , Calatagirona a Sicilian , 
diſpoſed both the parties to a Treaty. The 
place 
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place was choſen for it at Yeruins in Febra- 
axy, 1598. where a perpetuall peace was con- 
cluded berween the ewo Crowns. And the 
Treaty of Chaſteau in Cambreſis, an.1559. 


was confirmed with the reſtitution of places - 


on both ſides; And the frontiers between the 
two States, ſcrled as they have been kept till 
the rupture of the year 1635. 

There,upon the diſpute for precedence of 
Embaſſadours, the Legat deviſed this expe- 
dient, Hee fitting under a Canopy at the 
boardsend, ſer the Popes Nuztzo at his right 
hand , and after him the Embaſladours of 
Spain, John Richardot, Preſident of the Coun- 
cell of State in Flanders, John Baptiſia Taxis 
a Knighe of the Order of Saint Fagoz and Lew- 
es Verriten firſt Secretary of State 1n Flanders, 
At his left hand were the French Embaſla- 
 dours, Monſieur de Belliure > and Monſieur de 
S'llery, of whom the firſt was over againſt the 
N#rt:o ,, and ſo:;preceded by one degree the 
firſt of the Spaniards.

As for the French Souldiers that ſerved the 
Hollanders, he could not hinder his ſubje&s 
ro take party where they liſted; and thar 
{me of them alſo ſerved the Archiduke, 
Howſoever that aſſiſtance was ſo reſented by 
the Spaniards, that they loſt no occaſion to 
{tir diſorders 1n Fraxce. ; | 

Many chings hapned in the yeares 1605. 
and 1606, which ſhewed the enmity of the 
Spaniard againſt France. As the Treaſon of 
Loſte , Sccrcetary ftto Mr. de Villeroy ,, who 
had intelligence with che Miniſters of Spazy, 
and let them know all the ſecrers of the Ca- 
biner Councell, He' was diſcovered by one 
Raſſis a Frenchman, that had taken Sanctuary 
in $parn. Loſie ran away, and in his flight was 
-drowncd in the Riverof Marne, fo no more 
could be known of thar Treaſon. 

Then. the Lady Marqueſſe ofVernutel il] {a- 
tisfhed of King Hexry, whom ſhe accuſed ro 
have broken his promiſe to her, treates with 
the Spaniard, and inveigleth into her treaſon 
hcr Father d' Aztragaes, and her brother the 
Count of Awuergre, fince Duke of Angouleſm. 
Thcir delign was to retire to the Spaniard , 
and to make one day that Ladies Son a ſtone

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of ſcandall unto France. Being diſcovered, all 
three 'were convicted and condemned to 
death. Bur the King gave them their grace. 

In the year 1605. the reliques of Bsrons 
conſpiracy appeared in the Provinces of Pers- 
gort Limouſin and Quercy. All was done under 
the name of the Duke of Bouillon. Whether 
the Spaniard hada hand in itorno, it was 
not known, 

Ac the ſame time Marrargues a Gentleman 
of Provence treated with the Spaniard to 
yeild Aarſeille unto him. He was dif- 
covered and taken conferring with the Secre- 
tary of the Spaniſh Embaſladour, and put to 
dearth. This paſſage was near to have cauſed 
a breach between .the two Crowns , for the 
Embaſſadour of Spatz expoſtulated with the 
French King, becaule againſt the Law of Na- 
tions his Secretary had been taken and com- 
mitted to priſon, The King juſtified the faQ , 
ſaying, that he was found monopolizing a- 
gainſthis State, Nevertheleſs all was ſuddenly 
appeaſed: Although at the ſame time another 
Treaſon was diſcover2d, a plot upon Laucate 
by two brothers Luqueſſes, who had been won 
by the Governour of Perp!gnas. 

In the year 1608. Hepry the TV. mediated 
a truce between the King of Spdrz and the 
Holfanders, At the ſame time the Moriſco's of 
Sparn 
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«rw ſecretly 1mplored his aide againſt che 


preſſion of the Spaniards. But he fent them 
back, ſaying, that he would not be the firſt 
that ſhould break peace, bur that if he was 
compelled ro make Var, he might make uſe 
of their proffers, 


Paragraphe II.

A yeere before the Kings death an. 1609. 
John william Duke of Cleves and Juilliers bein 


dead without ifſue left his ſucceſſion dit- 


putable betweene the Emperour Rodolphss 
who ſaid it was deretoes to the Empire, 
and the children of foure fiſters of that 
Duke married in the houſes of Brandenburg, 
Newburg , Deuxponts and Burgan, It ' was 
thought that the great Army which Henry 
had prepared a little before his death was 
intended to afhſt theſe Princes againſt the 
Emperour. It ſeemes the @ueere Regent 
knew ſo much , for when the Archidake 
Leopold had ſeized upon Juilliers after the 
Kings dearh'She ſent Marſhall de la Caftre to 
aſſiſt theſe Princes, to whom: he cauſed 
Juilliers tobeſurrendred. Therethe French 
had to doe with the houſe of Auſtria,of the

In 
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.Inthe year 1612;the two Crownes were 
allied by the marriages , of Lewis the XIII. 
with A4zre daughter to Philip the ITT, and 
of Plilip Prince of Sparne ( who is now -Ph;- 
lip the IV) with El:21beth eldeſt daughter 
of H-;ry the TV. And 1n the yeare 1615. 
theſe marriages were accompliſht at Bour- 
deaux. The world was full of hope that this 
double alliance would ſtrengthen the peace 
becweene the two Crownes, 

An. 1616 the Dukes of Savoy and Mantua 
being in War one againſt another about 
Moutferrat, the Kings of France and Spain 
intervened to make them friends. And 
this was done without prejudice to the 
peace betweene the two States. 
_ Valtelineisa vally ſeated between G-rmany, 
the Venetiaz;s,the;Dutchy of Milan, the,Griſors. 
It was in old time a part of the Dutchy of 
Milanyor at leaſt an appurtenance of the 
ſame. And was engaged to the Gr:ſons by 
Lewis the XII. for foure hundred thouſand 
pounds arrear , due to them for their ſer- 
vice in the conquelt of 1:laz , ſince which 
time it was ſubjett to the Gr:ſoxs. But the 
differences of Religion intervening and the 
Griſons being turned Proteſtants for the 
moſt part, YVal'ol:n4 kept for the moſt part 
the Religion of 44/a,. Which made them 
delire to ſhake the yoke of the Gr:ſos and 
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returne under the ſubjetion of M14an, in- 
vited toir by the Spaniards.Sorhat ax. 1619. 
the great revolt began, and the Yaltol:ps 
expell the Gr:/ozs their Maſters. Who had 


recourſe to the proteftion of France, by 


whom they held that: Countrey. King 
Lewis the XIII, fends Morſieur de Baſſompterre 
into Spaine to Philip the LV. ( for Philey the 
III. was lately dead) who granted accord- 
Ing to the Treaty of Madrid that all garriſons 
of itrangers ſhould depart out of Yaltolina, 
and that order ſhould be taken for the 
maintaining of the Catholrque Rel:gion, The 
Duke of Feria having refuſed to execute that 
command, and the Yal:o/1z5 unwilling to 
returne to the obedience of the Griſons, 
K:4g Lewis exhorted the Switzers and Griſons 
to maintaine their rights, and ſent them an 
Embaſladour the Marquis de Coenures whom 
he made afterwards Gezer al of their army and 


M:rſhall of France, known by the name of 
Marſhall d'Eſtree Then did the French and

Pope Y7bazn the VIII. having made him-

the Griſexs, war began 1n Italic by the ali- 
ance made bctweene the Frexch and the 
Dake of Savoy againſt Gezoa which was al- 
ſiſted by the Spaniard. Thus theſe quarrels 
upon the by , camevery neer to an abſolute 
rupture betweene the two Natioas. For at 
the ſame time fome Spaniſh ſhips paſſing 
from Barceloa to. Genoa and driven upon the 
coaſts of Marſeille were arreſted by the Duke 
of Gurſe. Of which the Gezoeſe complained 
to the King of Spaine, whoſe Councel irri- 
tated with theſe wars, and witi the taking 
of many places about $e-.0a , gave order 
that all French ſhips in ,the havens of 
Spaine, ſhould be arreſted,and all the goods 
of the French trafficquing in Spaine, ſeized 
upon. The Councell of France to bee even 
with them made two Ears ; the one to for- 
bid all traffick with Spaine, the other to 
ſeize upon all ſhips of Spain, Portugal, Na- 
ples and other places of the Spaniſh domi- 
nions; yet onely by right of repreſalis and 
for reſtitution of the goods taken from the 
French. 

War continued in P:emont all that while, 
till the winter of that yearc 1625, when the 
artnics retired into garriſons, That winter 
Du F:rgis the French Emaſſadour in Spain 
began a Treaty which was called the 
Treaty 
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Treaty of Mo»ſoz iz Arragon, whereby with- 
our any Commiſſion from his Maſter or his 
principall Miniſter of State? the Cardinal de 
Rrichelteu (as it was pretended) he did great- 
ly derogate to the right of the Griſor5 over 
Faitoline, making the Yaltckns well nigh 
Soveraines, taking fram the Gr:ſoss all po- 
wer tO refnſe the Tudges and thac forme of 
Government which the Yaltol:zs would ſet 
np among themſclves, That Treaty was 
diſavowed by Kg Lewis and the Cardinal 
who commanded the Embaſladour to re- 
forme it. Wherein ſo much tedious pro- 
traction was uſed, that Lewis was In the cnd 
conſtrained to take upon him the pro- 
tection of the YValtolizs , and ſent them the 
Dyke of Rohan who there continued the 
war, even after the rupture between the 
two Crownes, 
In the yeare 1628 Y::cent the II. Dake of 
M :tu2 being dead , Charles Duke of Nevers 
the it heire male ſucceeded ; bur the 
Emperour made ſome difficulty about ic 
becauſe he was bornein France, and becauſe 
he did not come perſonally to him to render 
his homage. But beſides his right of lapſe 
for want of homage , he ſet up the right of 
Dake Guaſtullo of the ſame houſe of Mantua, 
which yer appeared ic the firſt robe weake 
and of no force.

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At the ſame time, the Duke of Savoy re- 
newed his rights to Moatferrat. So,the new 
Duke of Max;ua ſaw himſelfe almoſt ſwal- 
lowed up by the Emperour , the Spaniard, 
and the Duke of Savoy. Yea Doz Gonzales de 
(crdova belieged Cazal, the old apple of 
diſcord between the houſes of Majtua ad 
Saioy. Ring Lems,reſolved to maintaine his 
ſubje& and confederate, ſends Beuroz and 
Gu704 rodefend Cazal,Himiclte paſſeth into 
1talie, forceth Le pas de Suze, driveth the 
Spaniazd from the ftege of Cazal, and com- 
pelleth the Duke of Sayoy to let the Mantuar 
be 1n peace. 

The Proteſtants in France being in 
armes , Kochel. befieged, and their part 
brought low, ſome ſay that the Duke of Kohan 
ſent Clauſel from Mo.tpeliizer to Madrid, to 
put the Proteſtant party under the pro- 
tection of the King of Spain. The Hiſtory 
of Dupleix ſets downe the whole Treaty be- 
tweene the Ki/ag of Spa and the Nuke of 
Koa, whereby the Spaniard promilſeth ro 
aihſt Rohau with men and money: But 
Lewis returning victorious out. of Italle, 
ſuddenly overcame the Proteſtant party , 
and forced them to receive peace. The 
Spaniard thought he might as lawfull 
aſbſ{t rhe Proteſtants off rance,as the apap 
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Whilſt Lez:s was buly about the pacif- 
cation of his owne State, the Duke of Satoy 
reneweth his pretence to M»ztferrar , the 
Emperour ſends Colal:o againſt the Duke 
of Maztua ; and the Margueſſe ef Sp1n0la be- 
ſiegeth Caza/ , but in vaine, being well 
defended by Torras,ſince Marſhal of France. 
Lewis repaſleth into Italie, makes himſelfe 
Maſter of Satoy 2d Piemont, T he Imperial 
Army takes Mantua, but all is pacified by 
the Trea'y of 2uezras an.1631.and the Duke 
of Mantua 1s (etled in his Eſtate. 

In that yeare 1631. Mary the 92veene Mo- 
ther of Frarce retireth into Flanders. The 
next yeare 1632. the Duke of 0-eans her 
ſonne doth the like, -Where getting ſome 
Dutch and German troopes he makes an in- 
rode into Frances and in the yeare 1633. 
he makes a Treaty with the Spaniard to 
enter into France with an Army. All this 
without abſolute rupture betwixt the two 
Crownes ; Onely the Spaniard fomented 
the diviſions of the Royal houſe of France. 

Guſtauus Adolphus, King of Sueden,after as 
long war againſt Poland comes into Germa- 
ny 4.1631, for the reſtitution of the Dakes 
of Meckelburg his kinſmen into their Eſtates, 
out of which the Emperour had expelled 
them, and to reſtore liberty to the Cities of 
Germanie. Lens jealous of the greatneſs of 

O 3 the 
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the houſe of Auſtria, and having cauſes 
enow to reſſent the wrongs offered to him 
by the Emperour, made a Covenant with 
the King of Sueden for the detence of their 
common friendsoppreſt, the ſafety of the 
commerceupon the Sea, & the liberty of the 
States of the Empire. The King of Sueden 
promilt the affiſtance of his armes and his 

erſon , and the King of France a m1l:ox of 
Bo per annum, Hence followed the great 
victories of G64tavas, till he was {laine at the 
battell of Lutz: in Novemb 1632. 

An. 1634. the Duke of Orleans leaveth 

Flanders and returnes to the King his bro- 
ther.

Theſe mutual] offences being accumula- 
ted,in the end brake into open war. It was 
declared by the French by a Herald in Flaz- 
ders in May 1635. That declaration was 
grounded upon that old complaiat,that the 
Spaniard aſpires to the univerſal Monarchy 
ot Europe, and to devoure all the Princes 
thereof; and becauſe the Spaniard vexed the 
confederates of France with wars, bur more 
particularly by reaſon of the impriſonment 
of the Archbiſhop of Treces who nad put him- 
ſelfe under the proteGtion of King Lewis. To 
all the complaints of the French, the Spani-

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ards havetheic anſwers, and have enough 
on their part tocomplaine. Howſoever this 
war hath produced many great exploits on 
both ſides, in Germany, in Italy , in Flan- 
derh, in Spaine. And though the fortune of 
war kave alternative ſucceſles, yet France 
had hitherto the advantage of that bloody 
game , having ſtretcht her domintons be- 
yond the Rhize, united Lorrazxe to the 
French Crowne, got many townes :z Flaz- 
ders and Artois, Perpignan and the (bunty of 
Rouſſillon, and got a good footing in the 
Durtchy of Mar. Befides Catalonia, which 
hath ſubmitred her ſelf to the Saveraignty 
of France. The greateſtloſſe of the Spaniard 
is that of Portugal by the practices of France, 
whereby the King of Spaiz hath loſt Braſill, 
#hd the Exſt-Indies.

The Senate fearing 
ome ill iſſue of this diſpute, gave order thar 
the rwo Embaſladours ſhould not preſent 
themſelves ar the ceremonies of the Feaſt of 
St Mark 3 and fo the matter remained unde- 
eidcd all che year 1557, by the irre{olution 
of that Common-wealth, and the ſimplict- 
ty of the French Embaſſadour. But in the 
year 1558. Francis de Novailles, Biſhop of 
Acs, having ſucceeded that of Lodevs,renew- 
ed the diſpute, and the Embaſſadours of the 
Emperour Ferdinand being come, he deman- 
ded to be maintained in his Rights, and to 
have the firſt place after the Emperours Em- 
baſſlacour, and.couragiouſly rook it before 
Vargas ; who ſceing that the policy of Charles 
( who dyed at the {ame time ) took no efteR, 
and that he was conſidered onely as EnmtM(- 
ſadour of Philip, began to excoll his Maſters 
greatneſs, and number his States and Sove- 
raignties-which he poſſeſſed in farre greater 


number then the King of Fraxce, Saying that | 


theſe cuſtoms of honour and precedence , 
muſt alter according to the time. That his 
Maſter was the greateſt King of the world;

But Micael Suryian, 
the Yenetiay Embaſſadour in his Court, de- 
fended the decrce of rhe Senate of YVenzce, and 
in {ome ſort mitigared the difpleafnre of Fhz- 
lip, who yet in all occafions renucd that dif- 
pute, 

* His grcateſt cffort was four years attcr in 
the Councill of Trext. To underſtand the 
righr of precedences of Ambaſſadours, we 
mult know, that in the Councill there was 
three ſorts of Aﬀembliesz particular Con- 
gregations, general] Congregations, and Seſ- 
ſions. In the private Congregations, the Do- 
ors aſſiſted with ſome Bithops, examined 
the queſtions of Faith and Reformation, and 
there no Ceremony of precedence was heed- 
ed. In the general Congregatien all the Pre- 
lates aſſembled, the Legats were Preſidents, 
every one kept his place of honour : It was a

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publique ation where queſtions were'reſol- 
ved,the Legates propounded that which was

. In the beginning of the Council, an. 1545. 
Frazxces the I, had appointed for his Embal\- 
ſadors, Claude D'Urfe Seneſchal of Foreſts, Jac- 
ques de Ligueres, Preſidezt in the third Chamber 
of Enqueſts in the Parliament of Paris, and the 
Deane, Peter Danes, ſince Brſhop de la Vaur. But 
being informed by ſome French Biſhops that 
were at Trent, that there was little hope that 
the Councell ſhould do any good, he called 
back his Embaſſladors who die not _ in 
the Councel. «Antony Filioly of Garat, Archbi- 
ſhop of Azx in Provence was there for the King 
who 1n the firſt Seſſion, when publike prayers 
were 
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were made4or the Princes, having required 
that the King of France ſhould be named 
in exprefle termes, as he had been named ini 
the Bull of che Indidtton, the Legars eluded 
thar demand,and {aid,that the Fathers ought 
tobe conſulted abour it, and none was pray= 
ed for in expreflc rermes but the Pope and 
the Empcrour; all other Princes were com- 
prehendedin one generall term. 

| In the year 1546. Fraxcis the I, ſent his 
Embaſſadour Peter Danes, Biſhop we /a Vaur to / 
the Councill z Ar his reception, he made a 
fine ſpeech, wherein he repreſented the State 
of Chriſtendom, and rhe great diforders 
crept iato the Church,cven into the Court of 
Rome, At which when a certaine Bifhop did 
laugh, ſaying, Gallus Cantat. Danes replyed 
readily, Ktinam iſio gallct.40, Petrus ad refipiſ- 
centiam & fletum excitetur. An Apophthegmn 
which afterwards was rite 1in the mouth of 
the Fathers of the Councall, 

e4n.1547. when Pawlthe ITT, toavoid the 

plague & the war of Gexmary, would remox\e 
the Council! from Trent to Bulontt's' the Le- 
gates conſulting the Fathers abour it, ſaid 
that his Holineſſe approved of it, Communt- 
cato etram conſilio cum Imperatore, (hriſitanfſt- 
mo R: ge: aliis Regibus ac principibus Chriſtia- 
mis, which is another expreſſion of rhe horiour 
which the Council did to the Kings of Frazce.

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But iv the third Indiftion of the Councill 
under P:«s the TV. 4. 1561, in the Bull of 
the Indi&ion, Peas the IV, uſeth other words 
then Paulys the III, and Fultzas the TH, had u- 
{ed before, Thus, Char:ſimos vero tm Chriſto 
flios noſtros Romanorum Imperatorem eleflum, 
ceteroſque Reges,(7 Princtpes quos optandum ſa- 
ze efſet Couctlia imtereſſe poſſe, hortamur @. roga« 
mus, without any mention of the moſt Chri- 
ſtian King. Phel:bert de 12 Beurdeſzere, Biſhop of 
Angouleſm, Embaſſadour of France, in the 
Popes Court expoſtulared with him by the 
Kings order for that negle&, with proteſta- 
tion that notwithſtanding that negle&, he 
would not hinder the progreſs of the Coun- 
cillz yea, that he had commanded his Bi- 
{hops to go to the Councill, The Pope an- 
{wered, that he had charged ſome Cardinals 
ro form the Bull, and that they had not heed 
ed that Po:xtillo; and tharatter they had na- 
med the Emperour, they had not judged ir. 
neceſſary to name all the Kings, but had com- 
rehended them under one generall name. 
The Embaſlador replyed, that it was a Pre- 
rogative of the Kings of France, not to be 
comprehended under a generall name. The 
Pope aniwered, that he could not foreſee all 
things, and that another time order ſhould 
be given, that the ike errour ſhould not be 
committed.

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In the year 1562, the 18. of 2ſay, Lewis de 


Saint :Gelars, Loru'de Layſac, came to Trent, 


and three dayesaticr, Arnault Ferrier, Preſi- 
dent of the \Enquelis of Paris, and Guy du Faur 
de Prbrac, chicte Judge of Toloſa, ſent by the 
King of Frarce, who were received with 
great honour by the Council ; yea great part 
of, che Prelars lubjes of the King of Spain 
went to meet them. But Ferdinand de Aualo , 
Aayqueſs of Pesquera, Embaſſadour to King 
Ph:/;p, went our of Trent three dayes before, 
and retired to Milan, of which he was Go- 
vernour, pretending a feare from the Pro- 
teſtants of Dawlphine and the Switzers, bur in 
effect roavoid meeting witn the French Em- 
bafladors,who took their place in the general 
Congregation atter the Imperiall Embaſla- 


dors. P:b-ac made a fine Oration, wherein * 


he ſpake very treely againit the diſorders of 
the Church, the {mall progreſs of rhe Coun- 
cill in ſuch along time, and for the liberty of 
voting in the Councill, which was not to be 
expected from Rome. He was ſeconded by the 
two other Embaſladors, Larſac and Ferrter. 
The Pope complained ot it, and ſaid that the 
King of Fraxce had ſent not Embaſladors,burt 
Advocates of the H#2ezots. And indeed the 
11] opinion which the Fathers of the Coun- 
Ccill had of the beliefe of theſe three men was 
a caule way rhe Councill and the Pope dealc 
with 


France azd Auſtria. - "_—_ 
with them with more rigor, In thg meane 
while the French Biſhops came to the Coun« 
cill, conducted by the Cardinall of Loyrarne, 
who was moſt honourably received by the 
Cardinall of X4antwa, and the other Legares, 

Soon after the coming of rhe Cardinall of 
Lorrain, Philip the II, having called back the 
Marqueſle of Peſquera, ſent ro Trent another 
Embaſlador', Ferdinand Quigones, Count de 
Luna, who being gone to Germany before, to 
be preſent at the Coronation of Maximilian, 
Son to the Emperour Fera##nand,would know 
of the Fathers of the Councill, what place 
they would give him. Upon which the Car- 
dinall of Mantaa, the firſt Legate, having 
conſulted with the Embaſſadours of France, 
and the Cardinall of Lorrazne, he propound- 


' ed unto them 'this accommodation ; -that 


as for them they ſhould keep their place next 
to the Embaſladors of the Emperour, and 
that ſome other place might be tound for the 


2 | Count of Luna,over againit the Legates on the 


other {1de, or after the Eccleſiaſtical Embaſ- 
ſadors, or in ſome other place out of the 
bench of the Embaſſadors. To which the 
French anſwered , that they were ſent by 
their King not to judgecauſes, or to decide of 
the Rights of King Ph:{/p, who was a good 
friend 8& brother 1n law totheir King, Charles 
the IX: but it any would rake their place,

they 
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they were refolyed to Gand for ic againitall 
nn perſonsz. which if the Council de- 
nycd #hemthey hadorder to withdraw with 
all the French Prelatcs, and to proteſt of the 
nyllity. pk the, efolatons which ſhould -be 
&@ken-inthoir aþſence. To which the Legate 
an{wered nothing. That declaration of the 
French, chaugh generaus, gave occaſion to 
the aftronr-whichtoon afrer was affered to 
them in the Gaugcills fer they are cenſured 
by poſterity, for agt requiring abſolutely yhar 
the Spaniardsſhould fit under them. - - 
 AÞ+.45 63. The Legates fearing ſame divi- 
fonberween; the, Frenchand Sparzſh Doors 
abour their order 19 ſpeaking,gave order that 
without difindtion of Nattons., every one 
ſhould ſpeak! according. th his ſeniority of 
-Doctorthip, | Bur, becaute; ſome among. the 
Erench.Dayings had the fervority over. the 
Spaniſh,;, theſe made great.complaints ta the 
Legate,pretengjiyg that this pre erence of the 
Freneb, would be aiptcjudice-againſt the dil- 
pure, which the Countide L4n6,was forming) a- 
gainſt.the Frengh,Bmbaſſadours. The Legars 
reþuked therp ,, ſhewing:thar the DaRars, 
though ſent by-che Princes, did:nor repreſent 
ticir perſons. as_the -Embaſſadors did :: and 
that. the queſtion way onely; of the ſeniority 


of the.degree, nor. of. the preference, of the | 


Nagens, Notwithſtanding theſe ſatisfaQory 
Rea- 
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Reaſons, the Spaniards were angry, and 
threatned the Councill' of their Kings diſ- 
pleaſure, who ſhould rake off his prote&ion 
from them. I 

The French ſeeing that the Spaniard/ftood 
upon points in ſuch a clear bufineſs,/and that 
ot Do&ors they would make Embaſſadours, 
did obſtinare tl;emſelves alſo to havethe pre- 
ference even-in the diſputes of the Divines, 
And becauſe the Popes delegates ſpake firſk 
without contradi&ion, the French .asked to 
be admitted to ſpeak next after them, which 
the Legates were conſtrained rogrant : and it 
was decreed, that after the Jeſwte Salmeron, 
the Popes 'Divine Nicolas Maillart Dean of 
the faculty of Payzs, ſhould ſpeak; and that 
afrer that, all (hould ſpeak according-to the 
ſentority of their degree, which was follow= 
ed; Yet to content the Spaniards, it was en- 
acted inthe Regiſter of the Councull, that the 
French Do@or had ſpoken rhe firlt by the 
right of his ſeniority inthe degree of Door, 
nor by the preference of his Nation. 

The ſame year 1563. upon Eaſter-day,the 
Count of Luna was received at Trent, and in 
his entry mached berween the Embaſladors 
of the Emperour, and of France. This Cere- 
mony paſt with much honour and clvility 


between the two Nations. And at the ſame - 


time,the Cardinal of Loryazz writ to the Em- 


P 2 -  perour 
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perour Ferdinand( who was at 1nfprugh in the 

County of 7zrol, three dayes journey from 

Trent ) upon divers affaires of the Councill: 

and in the end of the Lecter, defiredghim to 

find ſome temper to lay down the diſpute a- 

bout the preference between the twoCrowns, 

ſo that iz might not appear in the Council. 

Bur his Country-men blamed him for it,ſay- 

ing, that he ought not to have taken notice of 

a diſpute ſo ill grounded : Or if he had ſpe- 

ken of 1t, it ſhould nor have been to have de- 

ſired a temper, but to maintaine this Kings 
right, The Emperour anſwered him, that 
it belonged not to him to decide the diſputes 
between the Kings of France and Spain 3 bur 

ſince he had deſired him to ſpeak his ſenſe a- 
bour it, if your Embaſladours ({aid he) main- 
taine their rank after mince, and that 
none take that place from them 3 what does 
Ir import you what place be aſſigned unto the 
Spaniards > A verdictill raken by the French, 
who held it to be of a dangerous conle- 

uence.For in an order of fitting,who ſo lea- 
veth his place ( ſay they ) is thought ro de- 
ſpiſe ir, andto ask a higher, which cannot be 
aces without moving a diſpute againſt thoſe 
that (it in a higher ſear. 

-- The Count of Luza after that ſolemn entry, 
was hydden forty dayes, and appeared not 1n 
any ceremony of publique action, being in 
great 
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great perplexity how to behave himſelf;ſome- 
times he had a mind to enter into the aflembly 
in the midſt of the ewoEmbaſſadors of theEm 
peror, who were 1njoyned to bearhim compa- 
ny; and after they had taken their place, 
ſtand by them till tus Commiſhon had been 
verified by rhe Councill, and then retire to 
his houſe. But conſidering that this would 
not be a generous maintainiag of iis Maſters 
honour, ic made means rhat the Freach Em- * 
baſſadors ſhould be deſired not to appeare in 
the Afſemby that day 3 which being denyed 
him, be ſent ſome Spaniſh Biſhops to the Le- 
ates, to propound unto them, that the fecu- 
lar Embaſſadors of Princes, ſhould not enter 
into the generall Congregations but the day 
of their reception, but ſhould content titm- 
ſelves to be preſent at the Ceremony, the day 
of the Seſſion, maintaining that it had been 
ſo obſerved in the Councells before. But all 
the Embaſſadors of Princes having oppoſed 
that motion,he could obtain nothing. Again, 
he cauſed ſome Biſhops to propound ſome 
point to the Congregation, at the difcuſhon 
whereof, the French ought not to be preſent as 
intereſſed parties; for example, to repreſent 
what damage would reſult to the whole 
Church by a peace of the King of France with 
the Hugonets, or ſome ſuch thiug.Burt all thar 
being rejected, and the COIIOY being 
C3 pur. 
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put off from day to day by his obſtinacy3 in 
the end that the buſineſſes of the Councell 
might not be retarded : the Cardinall of Lor- 
r41222, and the French Embaſſadors declared 
to the Legates, that if they might keep their 
lace immediately after the Emperours Em- 
baſſhdars, they did not care what place the 
Embaſſador of Spain ihould take. 

The French to this day exclaim againſt that 
a&ion of the Cardinal,and the French Embal- 
ſadors, ſaying that it was a great weakncſle, 
and that they had betrayed their Maſters ho- 
nour, Yea, the Fathers of the Councell diſ- 
liked it. And when the Cardinal de la Baurde- 
fiere, Reſident for the King of France by the 
Pope, complained to him of that Spanith 
dhe = on and novelty introduced againſt all 
ancient orders: the Pope ( it was Pius the 
IV.) anſwered, that he ſhould complaine to 
the French Embaſſadors, whoſe weakneſs he 
condemned g ſaying, that although he had 
þcen ſolicited before and after the entry of 
Count de Luna into Trent, to tavour that de- 
figne he.had remained conſtant and inflexi- 
ble; and that he wondred how the French 
had ſo caſily, yea fo freely yielded. 

"The day of the Congregation being come, 
andeach Embaſlador having taken his place, 
the Eawnt of Luvs enters, ſtands over againſt 
the Legates, ſomewhat far from the _—_ 

aaors 
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ſadors ſcat, preſents his Orders,and dectares 
his Maſters will. Then he proteſted, thar 
although the firſt ſear was due to him nexr 
to the imperiall Embaſſadors, as repreſent- 
ing the greateſt Prince of 'Chriſtendome, the 
greateſt Prop of the Church &c. yer- thae 
he ſhould bring no: confuſion: to the affaires 
of the Councell, he defiſted from that right; 
upon condition that this 'his proteſtation: 
ſhould be inſerted into the Ads of the Coun 
cell ;fo that they could nor be printed, nor 0-' 
therwiſe publiſhr without it 3 and that a Co- 
y figned: by the Legates ſhould be given 
im by the Secretary of the Councill. Ha- 
ving faid theſe words, he wenr to take his 

ce appointed for him,-near the Table of 
the Secretary of the Councell. | 
The French Ambaſſadors fitting by the 

Imperial, anſwered, that if # was thoughe 

that the place where they ſat was not the 

moſt honourable next ro that of the Empe- 
rour, as it had been acknowledged inall the 

Councell before, the laſt of which were that 

of Conſtance, and that of Laterar, under Leo 

2X ned to Count de Lu- 

74, waight be a prejudice againſt them, they 

defired the Councell to prevent it ſpeedily 

by orders, commands, cxcommunications, or 
other wayes, practiſed in ſuch a cafe withour 
acception of perſons. But becaute none an- 

[2 Pa {wered 
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{wered any thing, and the Imperial Embaſ- 
iadors connived to that novelty (although 
their interefſe was to hinder it, leaſt their 
place ſhould be once diſputed ) they added: 
That without injury to the honour of King 
Philip, and the alliance betweene the two 
Crowns, they proteſted againſt that proceed- 
ing as unjuſt,requiring that their proteſtation 
ſhould be inſerted in the Ads of tke Council, 
and that a Copy of the ſame ſhould bede- 
livered unto them. 

None of the Fathers ſpake one word upon 
theſe diſputes. And the ſilence was broken 
by a Spaniſh Dodtor called Frontiaon , who 
madea Latin Oration in the name of Count 
de Luna, whereby te exalted the greatnefle 
of the King of Spain, his zeal towards the 
Church and Religion, with ſuch impertinent 
words, & ſo much contempt of otherPrinces, 
that the Embaſſadors of the Emperour made 
great complaints abour it to Count de Luna, 


who had no other ſhifc to excule it, than ſay-: 


10zthat rheOration had diſpleaſed-him more 
then any, Fo ; 

The Promoter of the Councell having an- 
ſweted the Oration, ſuddenly the Embaſla- 
dor of Spain went out of the Aﬀembly, not 
cxparing the riſing of the Legates, to ayoid 
2 diſpute with the French, and the ſame he 
- obſcrved in the following Cop ,

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ſitting by himſclf andigoing ont alone. 

Buc that Order <could not be kept in the 
Church the day of the 'Seffion , becauſe the 
manner of ſitting there was not alike, and 
ſome more preciſe ceremonies were uſed a- 
bour the preference, as that of the pax , and 
the cexſer at the Maſſe, Wherefore the Legats 
conſulted the Pope before the Seſſion, and he 
o_ won by the Spaniards, thinking that 
the French would again run into another 
weakneſſe, writ to the Legate that/in the Seffi- 
on they ſhould aſſign a place. apart to the 
Spaniard , and that the pax and the cenſer 
ſhould be given to both rhe Ambaſſadours ar 
the ſame time 3 | but that the bufineſſe ſhould 
be kept ſecret till the point of the a&ion,thar 
the French might nor ſtorm at it. 

The day of the Seffion being come , which 
was Saint PTeteys day the 29. of June, after 
the Biſhop of Yaldaoſta in Savoy had __ 
the Maſſe of the Holy Ghoſt, preſently a 
Chair of black Velvet was brought out of 
the Veſtry , which was placed between the 
laſt Cardinal and the firſt Patriarck, where 
(ount de Luna\fate, The Cardinall of Lorrain 
with the French Ambaſſadours,made a great 
noiſe about it, and roſe to withdraw , when 
at the ſame time they heard the order given 
abour it; and for the Cexſer & the Pax.But for 
fear of troubling the ation , they —

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themſciyes to protelt -againſtit, and to de- 


clare that their Maſters right did not conſiſt ' 


in the equality, but in the precedence. The 
Golpell beg read whilſt a Divine went up 
into the Pulpic ro make a ſpeech, rhe Legars 
with the Cardinal of Zorra:n ,- and the other 
Cardinalls, che Ambaſſadour of the Empe+ 
rour, and Ferrier one of the French Ambaſſa- 
dours went into the Veſtry ; into which they 
called the ———_—_ Granata, a Spanis 
ard, and rwo French Biſhops to find tome ac- 
commodation. After many diſputes, and mas» 
ny goings and commings and meſſages to Lu- 
#4 , it was concluded that the Maſſe ſhould 
be ended without receiving rac Ceuſer and 
the pax. After. which, Luna came out of the 
Church with his Spaniards triumphing for 
that firſt ep {o advantagious to his Matter.

him to a lawfull Pope, and to a true and free 
Councel. And that his Maſter would cele- 
brate a Nationall Councel, as numerous and 
as Generall at that of Trex. It is certain that 
Ferrier & Pibrac(tor Lanſac was returned in- 
to France had prepared a moſt bloody ſpeech 


againſt the Pope, and againſt that innovat- 


on. Ferrier was to pronounce it, and at the 
ſame time command all the French Biſhops 
and DoRtors to leave the Councell, witha 
promiſe to return whenfoever God had given 
a lawtull Pope to his Church , and reſtored 
to the Councels their antient and full liberty, 
The ſpeech was printed, but nor pronounced, 
Ferrier ſpread ir among the Fathers , becauſe 
Count de Luna boaſted that the Legats 
had promift him that at the firſt Maſs bee 
ſhould be admitred to she equality of the Pay 
and Cerſer. The 
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The Legates fearing , leſt this quarrell 


| = "ſhould come to ſome ſad iſſue , becauſe the 


Ambaſſadour of Poland declared, that if the 
King of France ſhould depart from the obe- 
dience of the Councel, the King of Poland 
would ſoon do the like, and many other 
Princes; The Legates I ſay, and the wiſeſt of 
the Council, eſpecially Madruto, Cardinal of 
Trent,of the Imperial party, thought it ex- 
pedient that thereafter publique Maſſes 
ould be ſaid without the Pax and the Cen- 
ſer , and made Gowmnt de Luna approve of it. 
And the King of Spazz hearing all this pro- 
ceeding, thought he had got a great advan- 
tage, Bur the Pope loſt by it, for the affront 
done to the French in that Councel Fiindred 
the publication of it in Fraxce. 
Shortly after,the Cardinal of Lorrara retired 
to Rome, and Ferrier declaimed in a general 
Congregation againſt abuſes and oder 
creptinto the Chnrch , and ſpared no body. 
The Pope was much diſpleaſed at it, and to 
allay that heat, ſent the Cardinal of Lorrazn to 
Rome with full authority to regulate all with 
the Legats. He was preſent at the 24th 
Seſſion held November 11. 1563. which is of 
the Sacrament of marriage. And having re- 
ccived order from France to return without 
delay with all the French Biſhops , the Le- 


gates haſted to make ap end of the Councel 3

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and held the 25*.Seffion which was the laſt 


upon the 3d. and 4th. of December, un which

| nies, Eſpecially he was blamed becauſe in 


the acclamation made for the ſecular Prin- 
ces, he forgot to name exprelly the King of 
France, which had been obſerved in the Bull 
of the Indidtion, as we ſaid before, and the 
omiſſion whereof in the calling again of the 
Council by P:us the IV , had cauſed ſo much 


diſcontent and expoſtulation, Of _ the

There was two'acckmations; thefirſt for

nies, againſt the French Ambaſſadours, who 
hitherto have ſtoutly defended their right. 
Ar leaſt they have kept the two eſſential 
points of precedence,which arc;firſt,never to 
have left their place, either ſecond, when 
the Ambaſſadours of the Pope and the Em- 
perour were preſent, or firſt, when they were 
abſenr, The other, never to have ſuffered or 
done any action which may be interpreted to 
give an equality to the Spaniard with them. 
As for the order of fitting , which ſhould ob- 
lige the Spaniard to fit under the Frenchy one 
can not take him by the hand to bring him to 
an Aſſembly when he pretends ſicknefle or 
buſineſſe. Bur if he appear in a publique 
meeting, the French ſuffers him not to uſe a- 
ny action either of preference or equality. 
Since the Councell of Trent, the fa- 
mous meeting of the two Kings in the per- 
ſons of their Ambaſſadours , or rather the 
only, was that of Yeruns, an, 1598, where 


the French had the precedence, as we ſhew- 
ed betore,
